MEETING JANUARY 16 IN WASHINGTON 


ON GARRISON DIVERSION

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United States and Canadian officials met in Washington, 
D.C. on January 16 to discuss the Garrison Diversion Unit and 
the effects of the project on waters flowing into Canada. 
Marcel Cadieux, Ambassador to the United States of America, 
chaired the Canadian Delegation which included the Senior 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Environment Canada, Jean Lupien. 
The United States Delegation was co-chaired by the Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, Jack Horton, and Richard Vine, 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Canadian Affairs. 


Ambassador Cadieux noted that the Government of 
Canada is firmly convinced, on the basis of studies conducted 
in the United States and Canada, and on the basis of information 
provided by the United States in response to questions raised 
by Canadian officials at the August 28 meeting, that the 
Garrison Diversion Unit, as currently envisaged, would have 
adverse effects on the Souris, Assiniboine and Red Rivers, 
and ultimately Lake Winnipeg, which would cause injury to 
mealrth and property in Canada. 


American officials stressed the commitment of the 
United States Government to Article IV of the Boundary Waters 
Treaty which specifies that neither country shall pollute 
water crossing the boundary "to the injury of health or property" 
in the other country. American officials also reiterated 
their pledge that no project construction potentially affecting 
waters flowing into Canada would be undertaken unless it is 
clear that this United States' obligation under the Treaty 
would be met. 


Officials discussed in detail the question of 
the effects of project return flows on waters flowing into 
Canada and the obligations of both nations under the Boundary 
Waters Treaty. Canadian officials cited injury to health and 
property in Canada that the project, as presently planned, would 
cause. They further noted that the water quality of the Souris 
River was already low, and that the Garrison Diversion Unit 
could preclude future developments on the Souris River in Canada. 


United States’ officials stated that construction 
on the Souris River was not scheduled to begin until 1981 and 
stressed the need for further consultation. Bureau of 
Reclamation officials stated that many aspects of the project 
would have beneficial effects on Canada, and that return 
flows from the project would improve the quality of Souris 
River stream-flows during long periods of each year, particularly 
when flows are low. 


The United States requested further data regarding 
specific uses of the water in Canada for a full evaluation 
of return flow effects on Souris River stream-flow. 
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Both sides welcomed the opportunity for senior 
officials to have a frank exchange of views on the Garrison 
Diversion Unit and agreed that the dimensions of the project 
are now better understood within both governments. From the 
discussions, it became clear that further examination of 
the project as it affects Canada is required. Accordingly, 
the two sides agreed to recommend that the governments 
select an appropriate mechanism to undertake a joint examination 
of certain aspects of or adjustments to the project, to ensure 
that the provisions of Article IV of the Boundary Waters 
Treaty are honoured. 


The United States'Delegation was composed of members 
from the Department of State, the Department of the Interior, 
the Council on Environmental Quality, the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the State of North Dakota. On the 
Canadian side, the Department of External Affairs, Environ- 
ment Canada and the Government of Manitoba were represented. 
Congressman Mark Andrews attended as an observer. 
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West Coast TANKER TRAFFIC MEETING 
WASHINGTON D.C,

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United States and Canadian officials met in Washington, 
D.C., on January 17 to discuss mutual problems related to 
the expected increase in oil transport and refining on the 
Pacific Coast. Central to these discussions was the problem 
of how to assure that marine transit and refining of oil in the 
Puget Sound/Straits of Juan de Fuca area can be accomplished 
in the most environmentally responsible fashion. The two 
Sides expressed their satisfaction at the progress being made 
in bilateral efforts to ensure protection of the environment 
in this area. 


United States and Canadian officials reviewed the 
status of plans for joint vessel traffic management systems in 
the Puget Sound/Juan de Fuca area. It was announced that a 
voluntary traffic separation plan will go into effect March l. 
The system was developed and implemented jointly by the United 
States and Canada. The officials also discussed proposed 
offshore routes to be used by tankers from Alaska to West Coast 
ports*. 


United States officials tabled at the meeting a draft 
report on present and proposed United States scientific 
investigations in the Juan de Fuca/Puget Sound area. 

Canadian officials had tabled a similar report at the committee's 
previous meeting in Ottawa. It was agreed that technical 
representatives of both governments would review and assess 

the compatibility of existing research programmes in both 
countries and that the committee would make recommendations to 
the governments early this spring on priorities and joint 
co-ordination of research activities. 


The officials also discussed questions relating to 
liability and compensation for oil spills. Both sides under- 
took to provide detailed responses in the near future to 
questions regarding relevant domestic legislation. United 
States officials noted that further legislation affecting this 
field may soon be introduced. 


A State of Washington study on the feasilibity of 
establishing offshore petroleum transfer facilities in the 
state's coastal waters was described in detail at the meeting. 
The study outlines several possible alternatives to tanker 
traiiic 1nto Puget Sound, including terminals at or near Port 
Angeles, Washington on the Straits of Juan de Fuca. A represen- 
tative from the State of Washington also raised a number of 
alternatives to increased oil tanker traffic. 


United States officials inquired about the status 
of Canadian plans for additional oil refining capacity in 
British Columbia. Canadian officials stated that consideration 
of any expansion of refinery capacity is at an early stage. 
In any event, the expanded facilities under consideration are 
expected to be supplied by pipeline and therefore should be 
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fully compatible with the present bilateral effort to protect 
the marine environment in the region. United States officials 
also noted that increased shortfalls of Canadian natural gas 
and crude oil increased requirements for tanker traffic to meet 
United States regional energy requirements. 


Examination of technical aspects of these problems 
will continue between the agencies concerned. Agencies 
represented on the American side were the Department of 
State, the Department of the Interior, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, the Council on Environmental Quality, the 
Coast Guard, the Water Resources Council, the Corps of Engineers 
and the State of Washington. On the Canadian side the Depart- 
ments of External Affairs, Environment, Energy, Mines 
and Resources,and Finance, and the Province of British Columbia 
were represented.

Allan J. MacEachen, announces that at his invitation the President of 
the National Bank of Cuba (Cuba's central bank) Minister Raul Leon, 
will arrive in Ottawa’ on Saturday, February 15 for avfew days', visit. 
Before his arrival in the capital Mr. Leon is spending a week in Montreal 
and Toronto talking with private banks. His calls in Ottawa will 
concentrate on the Government sector concerned with Canadian-Cuban 
trade and financial relations. 


Mr. Leon is a graduate in economics at the Wharton School 
of Finance and Economics in Pennsylvania. He served with the Central 
Bank of Cuba and the Cuban Bank of Foreign Commerce before becoming 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Trade in 1961. In 1972 Mr. Leon was elected 
Chairman of the International Sugar Organization and in 1973 was 
appointed to his current position of Minister-President of the National 
Bank of Cuba. 


This will be Mr. Leon's second visit to Canada. He came 
in 1972 in his capacity of First Vice-Minister of Foreign Trade.

In accordance with the Act, Governors are appointed by the 
Government of Canada. Eleven of the Governors, including the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman, must be Canadian citizens. I[t nas 
to draw the otner ten Governors from among peovle 


rom other countries who have made notable contributions in the 


ia of iaternational deveiooment. Six cf tnem are from 
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Louis Rasminsky, the former Governor of the Bank of Canada, 
has been Chairman since March 1973. He succeeded the late Lester 
B. Pearson, who was the first Chairman. W. David Hopper, a noted 


agricultural economist, nas been President of the IDRC since 1979. 


The Governors of this autonomous corporation meet twice 
yearly to formulate policies of the Centre and to approve projects. 
The next meeting will be held March 15-18 in Singapore. In nearly 
five years of operation, the IDRC Board has approved 242 projects 
involving grants totalling $46,500,000, in 63 countries.

VisttT OF MoroccaAN DELEGATION: 
FINAL COMMUNIQUE 
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At the invitation of the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, the Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, a delegation of the 
Government of the Kingdom of Morocco visited Ottawa from February 
11 to February mh Or 5% The Moroccan delegation was headed by 
Mr. Salah M'Zily, Minister of Agriculture and Agrarian Reform. 
High officials from several Departments, including Agriculture, 
Planning, Education, Co-operation, Labour, and Trade and Commerce, 
formed part of the delegation. The conversations that have 
just taken place were carried out in the context of the bilateral 
relations between the two countries. 


The two sides reviewed the whole range of political, 
economic, commercial and technical relations between Canada and 
Moroc con 


An air agreement between Canada and Morocco was signed 
by Mr. Salah M'Zily for the Moroccan side and by the Minister of 
Transport, Mr. Jean Marchand, for the Canadian Government. fThis 
agreement provides for the opening of the route Casablanca-New York- 
Moncréal @nd return. 


An important project in the field of education has 
also been signed. This project, which should get under way in 
the near future, provides for the setting up of "centres 
d'éducation régionaux" (regional education centres) to train 
science teachers. This project will be implemented in close co- 
operation with the Government of the Province of Quebec. 


Over projects, in particular in. the fields of agriculture, 
rural development and training of managerial personnel have also 
been examined and agreements have been reached on some of these 
projects. 


In the field of commercial co-operation, the possibilities 
for increasing trade between the two countries have been examined. 
The two Governments have agreed to continue these discussions. 
tiwunts fegard, it has been agreed that™a group of Canadian 
businessmen will soon visit Morocco, accompanied by a senior 
official in the Canadian Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce. 


Mr. M'Zily and his delegation are leaving Ottawa this 
afternoon for Edmonton, where they will be the guests of the 
Government of Alberta, and Manitoba where they will meet with the 
Canadian Wheat Board. They are also scheduled to make a visit to 
Quebec City at the invitation of the Government of the Province 
of Quebec. 
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Text of Note from the Department of State 
to the Canadian Embassy, Washington 
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The Department of State wishes to inform the 
Embassy of Canada of the concern of the USA Government 
that the proposed Poplar River power project of the 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation and its associated coal 
mining could result in transboundary air and water 
pollution, damage to USA fisheries, wildlife, and the 
Poplar River's aquatic ecosystem, adverse changes in the 
water temperature of the river, and preclude developments 
on the USA reach of that river. In addition, the USA 
Government is concerned that consumption of water by this 
project may exceed an equitable apportionment of the waters 
of the Poplar River to the detriment of uses in the USA. 
These concerns are based on a preliminary evaluation by 
USA officials of the study outline for environmental effect 
assessments, Poplar River Project Board on Inquiry, and 
outline of proposed project and environmental studies- 
Poplar River generating station prepared by the Saskatchewan 
Power Corporation. . 
| The Department of State wishes to call to the 
attention of the Embassy of Canada that the project time 
schedule in the study outline indicates that construction 
of a dam and procurement of equipment for the power plant 
and mining operation have begun prior to the completion of 
environmental studies and without adequate assessment of the 
project's efiects oni the USA. The Department of State 


therefore suggests that federal and local officials of both 
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governments meet in the immediate future to examine the 
implications of the project for the USA. The meeting could 
provide a useful forum for an exchange of information on 
the project, allow USA technicians to indicate and further 
explore areas of particular concern to the USA and help 
assure that the project will be in consonance with mutual 


obligations of both countries. 
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The Canadian Embassy presents its compliments to the Department 


of State and has the honour to refer to the department's Note of February 10 
concerning the proposed Poplar River Power Project of the Saskatchewan 

| Government. The Embassy wishes to assure the Department that the Canadian 

authorities have taken careful note of possible United States concerns in 

relation to this project. In this connection the Embassy can confirm that, 

notwithstanding the impression which may be conveyed in the study outlines 

of the project, the construction of the proposed dam has not yet begun. 

The Embassy wishes to inform the Department that before the 
project proceeds to the construction stage, the Province of Saskatchewan is 
required to make formal application for a licence from the federal Minister 
of the Environment under the International Rivers Improvements Act. It is 
a requirement of the regulations issued under this Act that an assessment 
of transboundary effects be undertaken before any licence can be issued. 
Moreover, it is possible to include conditions in any such licence which will 
ensure that the project is so operated as to meet Canada’s obligations under 
the Boundary Waters Treaty. If a licence were issued, it would be the 
intention of the Canadian authorities to include conditions which would be 
required to enable Canada's obligations to be met, 

The Canadian authorities have also noted the Department's request 
for an early meeting between the two countries on this issue, It is understood 
that Saskatchewan will shortly complete its studies of the transboundary 
implications of the project. Accordingly, it is suggested that this meeting 
be arranged at a mutually convenient date once these studies are complete. 
The Canadian authorities will at that time suggest a specific time and place 


for the meeting. 
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ane “wecretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, and His Excellency Dr. Erwin 
Bernath, Ambassador of Switzerland, have signed today in 
Ottawa an Air Transport Agreement between Canada and the 
Swiss Confederation, which replaces the 1958 Agreement 
between our two countries. 


This new Agreement increases and expands the 
number of routes granted to the two designated airlines of 
Both countries. New traffic points will be served,. such as 
Toronto in Canada and Geneva in Switzerland. 


The Swiss designated airline, Swissair, will be 
allowed, in addition to points already served under the 
presents Agreement, to have access to Toronto and to 
exercise intransit rights to Boston, New York, Guatemala, 
Pauameayeouito, Guayquill'dnd Lima. It ‘willyalso be allowed, 
WiCh Tieransit -and~stopover rights ,.to. serve, Havans,..Caracas 
and Bogota. All these points will have to be served from 
Montreal only. 


The Canadian designated airline, Air Canada, will 
be. allowed to serve Geneva (from April 1977), in addition to 
Zurich, plus 14 points beyond Switzerland to be named by 
pammidaeweech Sth freedom rights, 1.e€., rights to take on 
passengers, cargo and mail at the Swiss points. These points 
Piomidests points in Europe; 5 points in Asia including a 
Peanteormmpoints in India, and a point in Kenya plus 4 other 
ponte im Africa. 


This new Agreement will expand the air services 
between Switzerland and Canada and thus will improve the 
serviceseto the travelling public, reinforcing by this the 
close and friendly relations which have long existed between 
our tworecountries.

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The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacEachen announces the signature today 
in Bonn of an Agreement on Cultural Cooperation between the 
Government of Canada and the Government of the Federal Republic 
of Germany. This Agreement was signed by the Canadian Ambas~ 
sador to the Federal Republic of Germany, Mr. G. G. Crean and 
the State Secretary of the Foreign Office, Mr. Walter Gehlhoff, 
in the presence of the Prime Minister, the Right Honourable 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, currently on an official visit to Bonn 
and Mr. Hans—Dietriech Genscher, Deputy—Chancellor. 


The objective of this Agreement is to enhance co- 
operation in cultural relations between Canada and Germany as 
expressed in the exchange of letters of September 28, 1973 
between the Secretary of State for External Affairs of Canada 
and the Foreign Minister of the Federal Republic of Germany. 


To this end, both Parties have agreed to stimlate 
to the extent possible exchanges in all fields of academic 
and cultural life. They will encourage academic exchanges 
(scholarships, exchanges of research workers and teachers, 
reciprocal visits, recognition of degrees, ...), the exchange 
of information between representatives of cultural, professional 
and social groups of both countries, and participation in 
international meetings. 


Both Parties will facilitate performances by artists 
and ensembles, contacts in the fields of press, radio, television 
and cinema, dissemination of books and other publications of a 
scientific, educational, technical or literary nature, translations, 
contacts in the fields of publishing, libraries, archives and 
museums, co-operation between sports and youth organizations, 
and the activities of their respective cultural institutions. 


Meetings will be held alternately in each country 
to review the progress of the exchanges carried out and to 
work out recommendations for further development of cultural 
co-operation.

Drummond, who will take up the one year appointment this 
autumn, is professor of Economics in the Department of 
POIruresds Bconomy at the University of Toronto. 


The establishment of the Chair at Edinburgh 
is part of the first project of the newly-created Foundation 
for Canadian Studies in the U.K., which was founded last 


year to receive and manage funds for the support of Canadian 
Stacies tn’ the U.K, 


Edinburgh University has already established a 
Cemere or Canddian Studies —-' the first of its kind, in 
Europe - and 30 students are presently completing their 
first year of a new three-year BSC (Social Sciences) 
course in Canadian studies. 


Professor Drummond, whose primary research 
interest at present is Commonwealth Monetary History of 
the nineteen thirties, was born in Vancouver in 1933. 

He graduated from the University of British Columbia with 
First Class Honours in Economics and Slavic Studies in 
1954, and a year later attained an M.A. in Economics at 
the University of Toronto. 


He won a Woodrow Wilson Fellowship the same 
year and spent 1957-58 at London University as an overseas 
scholar sponsored by the IODE. From 1958 to 1960 he was 
an instructor at Yale University and while there obtained 
a PhD. In 1960 he joined the University. of Toronto and 
was appointed a full professor in the Department of Political 
Economy in 1971. His special assignments include working 
with the OECD in Paris, the Canadian Department of Labour, 
the Royal Commission on Taxation, and Harvard University 
Development Advisory Service in Bogota. He was also Editor 
of the Canadian Journal of Economics from 1966 to 69. In 
addition to articles in Canadian Learned Journals, Professor 
Drummond has published a monograph on Canadian/Soviet

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The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacHKachen, announced today that an exhibition 
of Canadian Paintings entitled "The Canadian Landscape in painting" 
will be held in the People's Republic of China from April 16 to 
May 27, 1975 as part of the Department's programme of cultural 
exchanges with China resulting from the Prime Minister's visit 
to the People's Republic of China in October 1973. 

The exhibition, organized by the National Gallery of 
Canada, will be held at the Peking Art Gallery from April 16 to 
30 and at the Shanghai Art Gallery from May 13 to 27 under the 
auspices of the Chinese People's Association for Friendship with 
Foreign Countries. 

The Canadian Landscape in Paintings exhibition looks 
at Canada through the eyes of its traditional landscape painters 
from the late 18th century until the middle of the 20th century. 
In making the selection, the National Gallery of Canada has 
represented the unique characteristics of the Canadian Landscape 
in seven geographic regions: the Atlantic Coast, the St Lawrence 
and Lower Great Lakes, the Pre-Cambrian shield, the Prairies, the 
Rocky Mountains, the Pacific Coast and the Arctic. The Group of 
Seven — a national school of painters which first exhibited in 
Toronto in May 1920 - and other artists in these different regions 
reflect in their art various backgrounds.

The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the Honourable 
Allan J. MacEachen, announced today that Canada would be sending a 
special diplomatic mission to Angola and Mozambique, two Portuguese 
African territories which are scheduled to become independent later 
this year. The mission, which is to take place from May 5 to 26, is 
intended primarily to make a first contact with the provisional 
governments and future leaders of these countries. It is hoped that 
the report and recommendations of the mission will assist in the 
formulation of Canada's policies and future relations with these two 


important Southern African countries. 


The mission will be headed by Mr. Michel Gauvin, Canadian 
Ambassador to Greece, who is familiar with Africa, having been Chargé 
d'Affaires in the Congo (now Zatfre) and Ambassador to Ethiopia with 
accreditation to Madagascar and Somalia. Mr. Gauvin has travelled widely 
throughout Africa in the course of his seven years of diplomatic service 
in that continent. He has also represented Canada in Portugal as 


Secretary (1953-55) and as Ambassador prior to his assignment to Greece. 


In making the announcement, the SSEA indicated he hoped that

The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, is pleased to join the Government 
of Newfoundland in announcing that the Newfoundland fishing 
vessel "Norma & Gladys", last of the traditional Grand Banks 
schooners in seaworthy condition, will participate in the Canada 
Day ceremonies at the International Ocean Exhibition, Expo '75, 
Set rewerapean (20th July 1975 to 18th January 1976). 


The vessel is scheduled to sail on a round-the-world 
voyage from St. John's, Newfoundland, in mid-August, after a 
Provineial Guueport tour, and is scheduled to be in Okinawan 
waters in January 1976. "Norma & Gladys" has been restored 
largely with the assistance of a grant under the National 
Museums Policy as a floating museun. Its tour efethe World 
eel gieludero:ficial,visits to ports in the U¥vS.A., Japan, Aden, 
freccew tasy, France, Spain, Portugal and Sngland, before 
returning to continue its outport tours in Newfoundland and 
Labrador. 


"Norma & Gladys" is built of local spruce and birch 
and measures 93.3 feet in length, is 23.3 feet at her beam and 
has a displacement of 133 tons. Under the restoration programme, 
the decks, sails and exterior of the vessel have been restored 
with great fidelity to reflect its service with the Grand Bank 
fishing fleet. The hold of the vessel has been redesigned to 
contain an exhibit that tells of the Newfoundlanders' seafaring 
experience, the need for establishing limits, resources, controls 
and preservation of the quality of the oceans to prevent further 
depletion of fish stocks by foreign shipping fleets. The vessel 
will be crewed by Newfoundlander sailors.

Officials of the Governments of Canada, the 
United States, Saskatchewan and Montana, met in Regina 
Smear moe 1975. to exchange, information and views with 
regard to the Saskatchewan Power Corporation's proposal 
to construct a thermal generating station near Coronach, 
Saskatchewan. The meeting was further to a recent exchange 
of Notes between the Canadian and United States Governments, 
wherein the U.S.A. expressed concern about the possible 
effects of the project on the United States, and Canada 
gave assurances that its obligations under the Boundary 
Water Treaty would be honoured and agreed to a U.S.A. 
request that a meeting take place to examine the trans- 
boundary implications of the project. During the meeting, 
Canadian officials reiterated the assurances contained in 
the Canadian Note of February 13, 1975, and outlined in 
some detail the origin, scope and anticipated impact of 
the project. The Canadian side indicated, on the basis 
Of its anarysis or the project, that "rt “WiFi “We “consistent 
with Canada's obligations under the Boundary Waters Treaty. 
The Canadian side further described the licencing procedure 
to be followed in Canada under the International River 
Improvements Act. It described conditions that have been 
included in the Saskatchewan government licence and 
Characcertzen cordserons that would “be “incinided ina 
federal licence to ensure that Canadse's obligations under 
the Treaty are met. 


The U.S. side expressed its concern about the 
project's potential transboundary .effects and the fact 
PENaGevuie provect “was continuing prior to completion, of all 
environmental studies.

responsibilities to our mission in Bangkok which is ac- 
credited to South Viet-Nam. The decision to withdraw the 
office is based on considerations relating to its ability 
to perform its functions, and to the security of its 
personnel; it does not constitute a political gesture. 


Some Canadian nationals have remained in Saigon 
in spite of the departure of our office. All of them had 
indicated either that they wished to remain or that they 
had made their own arrangements to leave. During the past 
month our Chargé d'Affaires repeatedly sent these people 
warnings advising them, in increasingly pressing terms, 
to leave South Viet—Nam. Furthermore the government on 
several occasions sent in Canadian military aircraft for 
their evacuation. Their decision to stay in South Viet—Nam 
was taken of their own free will and on their own responsibility. 
We respect their decision, and before closing our office the 
Chargé d'Affaires satisfied himself that he could do nothing 
further for them. 


It was also clear that he was not in a position 
to facilitate the departure of Vietnamese citizens whose 
departure did not depend upon Canadian decisions or 
procedures but upon decisions and procedures which are the 
sole responsibility of the South Vietnamese authorities. 
Apart from several individual cases and small groups of 
orphans already in the processing stream to adoptive parents 
in Canada, the special measures instituted at Saigon and in 
Canada by the Minister of Manpower and Immigration to 
facilitate the admission of relatives of Canadians of 
Vietnamese origin have regretfully not achieved the results 
that had been hoped for because of the Vietnamese exit 
regulations. Those who may be able to present themselves 
and apply at other Canadian missions abroad will be 
considered with sympathy and despatch. 
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The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the Honourable Allan 
J. MacEachen, announced today that Canada will participate in the conference 
to be held in Geneva, Switzerland, May 5-30, to review the provisions and 
operation of the Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons. 


The Canadian Delegation to the Conference will be led by Ambassador 
W.H. Barton, Permanent Canadian Representative to the Conference of the 
Committee on Disarmament (CCD), in Geneva, and will include officials of 
the Department of External Affairs, the Atomic mergy Control Board and 
Canada's Permament Missions to the Conference of the Committee on Disarmament 
and the International Atomic Imergy Agency. 


The Non-Proliferation Treaty was concluded in 1968 and came into 
force in March 1970. It has been ratified by 93 countries and signed by 17 
others. The Treaty has been significantly strengthened with its ratification 
in recent days by five more of the European Economic Commmity countries 
(Federal Republic of Germany, Netherlands, Luxemburg, Belgium and Italy) 
and by the Republic of Korea. 


Canada signed the Non-Proliferation Treaty in July 1968, ratified 
it in January 1969 and has been one of its strongest supporters. Canada 
regards the Treaty and its associated system of nuclear safeguards, applied 
by the International Atomic Imergy Agency, as the basic instruments of the 
non-proliferation structure designed to prevent the spread of nuclear weapons 
to more countries. 


Canada's general aim at the Conference will be to seek strong 
reaffirmation of the Treaty's objectives and provisions, and wider adherence 
to the Treaty. At the conference Canada will reaffirm its own commitment 
to the peaceful uses of nuclear energy and its readiness, as a supplier of 
nuclear material and equipment, to share the benefits of nuclear energy 
provided it has adequate assurance that the assistance it provides will be 
used solely for peaceful non—explosive purposes. 


Canada will also strongly reiterate its view that all states, 
particularly the nuclear weapon states, should negotiate in good faith toward 
the adoption of effective measures to achieve a halt to the nuclear arms 
race at an early date, a reduction in nuclear arms and a ban on nuclear 
weapon tests in all environments. 
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The Department of External Affairs announces that 
the third meeting of the Anglo-Canadian Cultural and Information 
Consultations took place in Ottawa on May 5 and 6. 


The British Delegation was led by Mr. Ronald Scrivener, 
Assistant Under-Secretary for Information and Cultural Relations 
of the British Foreign Office and the Canadian delegation was 
led by Mr. Patrick Reid, Director-General of the Bureau of Public 
Affairs, Department of External Affairs. 


These annual consultations, which are informal in 
nature, reviewed progress achieved since thé lest meeting in 
the cultural relations betvieen the two countries in such areas 
as scholarships, exchanges of professors and teachers, youth 
exchanges and exchanges of specialists in various disciplines, 
and programmes of cultural diffusion such as tours of performing 
groups, exhibitions and the world of books. They particularly 
welcomed the creation of a chair of Canadian studies at the 
University of Edinburgh. They also exchanged information on 
future plans and agreed to explore further a number of new 
projects proposed. 


On the information side, there was a useful exchange 
of views on. the policies and implementation of infomation 
work throughout the world and areas of mutual co-operation 
were examined. 


Concurrently with these meetings, representatives of 
the Governments of the United Kingdom and Canada and of the 
respective film industries met and agreed on the draft of a films 
co-production agreement which will be recommended for approval to 
both Governments. The agreement will encourage the production of 
more films reflecting the national cultures of both countries. 


Following the tradition of alternating the location of 


these consultations between the two countries, the fourth meeting 
will take place in London in the spring of 1976. 
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SUMMARY OF SECRETARY OF STATE FOR 
EXTERNAL AFFAIRS’ STATEMENT AT 
NPT Review CONFERENCE 
Geneva, May 7, 1975 


DEPARTMENT OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
MINISTERE DES AFFAIRES EXTERIEURES 
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Grave strains will be placed on international stability amd the 
risk of nuclear conflict will become greater unless more vigorous efforts 
are made to check the proliferation of nuclear weapons, the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, Allan J. MacEachen, said today. He was 
speaking at the Conference to review the Treaty on the Non—Proliferation of 
Nuclear Weapons (NPT) which opened in Geneva on Monday. 


The Non-Proliferation Treaty, which came into force in 1970, 
has been ratified by over 90 countries. 


Mr. MacEachen reaffirmed Canada's strong support for the Treaty 
as the best available barrier to an increase in the number of nuclear 
weapon states and called on more states to ratify it. He declared that 
"the Treaty clearly serves the interests of those very many countries like 
Canada that wish to avoid the moral burden, the dangers, the fears and the 
dissipation of creative energy and physical resources that would be entailed 
if they had to resort to nuclear arms in a world of many nuclear armed 
states", 


Although the central objective of the Treaty is to prevent the 
spread of nuclear weapons to countries which do not already possess them, 
the Minister stressed that one of the Treaty's basic premises was the need 
for the nuclear weapon powers to halt the nuclear arms race. The Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks between the USA and the Soviet Union had promoted 
a climate of strategic stability and political détente between the 
superpowers. "But that is not enough", he said. "The talks have not 
halted the momentum of the nuclear arms race or achieved steps of actual 
nuclear disarmament ," 


Mr. MacEachen called for a comprehensive ban on all nuclear 
testing at the earliest possible date. "Perhaps the achievement of no other 
measure", he said, "would so help to support the non-proliferation objective". 


Mr. MacEachen emphasized the need for international cooperation 
in the peaceful use of nuclear energy, especially between advanced and 
developing countries. This, he said, was another premise of the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. 


"An exporter of nuclear materials and technology such as Canada 
‘is anxious to promote international commerce and cooperation in the 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy", he said,"but only with assurance that 
such cooperation will be compatible with international security". 


Mr. MacHachen announced that future Canadian bilateral official 
development assistance commitments for the financing of nuclear projects 
will be undertaken solely to countries that are party to the NPT and 
that ratification of the Treaty would be "an important factor" in reaching 
decisions on the provision of Canadian Government financing in the nuclear 
field. He also announced that Canada would increase its technical assistance 
in the nuclear field to developing countries which are party to the NPT 
both bilaterally and through appropriate multilateral channels such as 
the International Atomic Mnergy Agency. 
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The Minister declared, however, that "whether or not Canada 
extends financial assistance in the nuclear field, Canada will provide 
nuclear material, equipment and technology to other countries only on 
the basis of binding commitments that Canadian supplies will not serve 
the development of any nuclear explosive device for whatever purpose. 
This policy will apply equally to all countries. Canada is determined 
that its nuclear assistance must not contribute to the manufacture of 
explosive devices". 


The Minister stressed the vital importance of promoting a 
stronger international safeguards system. The IABA's verification of 
safeguards commitments of the non-nuclear weapon states parties to the 
Treaty was perhaps the most successful aspect of the Treaty. "As more and 
more non-nuclear weapon states parties to the Treaty develop nuclear 
energy capacities", said Mr. MacKachen, "the more important will be the 
role of IAEA safeguards applied in these states. These safeguards serve 
as a reassurance to neighbours and cooperating states alike that nuclear 
energy is not being diverted to the manufacture of nuclear explosive 
devices", 


The nuclear weapon states party to the NPT should demonstrate 
their support for the purposes of the Treaty by accepting safeguards 
themselves, Mr. MacHachen said. He urged the USSR to join with the USA 
and the UK in their offer to place their peaceful nuclear activities under 
safeguards. He hoped this would be followed by a halt in the production 
of fissile material for military purposes. 


The Minister noted that the increased production of fissile 
materials in nuclear power reactors throughout the world and increased 
transport of such materials had raised concerns about their possible theft 
and use to threaten governments and societies. He called on the Conference 
to encourage further international action to deal with the danger. 


The peaceful application of nuclear explosions had been a 
controversial question, Mr. MacEKachen said. Canadian Government experts 
had concluded that there is little promise for the practical application 
of nuclear explosions to resource extraction or engineering projects in 
Canada for at least a decade. He said Canada would like to see a halt to 
experimentation in this area "at least until a thorough re-evaluation of 
the world's resources and energy needs presents a more compelling case 
for the use of peaceful nuclear explosions". 


Mr. MacHachen went on to say that if governments believed that 
peaceful nuclear explosion experiments should continue "it will be 
necessary to assess the need for a more formal international regime for 
peaceful nuclear explosions". However, such a regime would have to ensure 
that any benefits from such experiments would be available to all non- 
nuclear weapon states by way of services provided by nuclear weapon states; 
that nuclear weapon powers would give notice of and report on peaceful 
nuclear explosions on their own territories and that such explosions would 
not contribute to the development of nuclear weapons. 
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Mr. MacKachen summarized Canada's main objectives at the Review 
Conference. 


First, Canada seeks "a clear recognition by the nuclear weapon 
states of the urgency and necessity of reversing the momentum of the nuclear 
arms race and a reaffirmation by them of greater determination to reduce 
their nuclear destructive capabilities". 


Second, "we wish to see a recognition by all non-nuclear weapon 
states that their security interests are best served by preventing a 
further proliferation of nuclear weapon states and by reaffirming their 
determination to pursue only the peaceful uses of nuclear energy". 


Third, Canada seeks "greater recognition of the need for all 
countries, and particularly the developing countries, to have access 
to nuclear technology and materials where this can serve their social 
and economic well being, but with the firm understanding that such 
nuclear cooperation will take place only in a way to ensure the world's 
security".

Canadian” participation is 
financed by the Cultural Affairs Division of the Department of 
External Affairs and the prize is administered on its behalf by 
the Canada Council. Previous prizes were awarded to the Belgian 
poet Géo Norge (1971), the Canadian poet Gaston Miron (1972), 
the Belgian author Suzanne Lilar (1973) and to the Canadian 
novelist Réjean Ducharme (1974). 


Pierre Martens is 34 years old and, among Francophone 
writers, one of the most representative of the contemporary 
movel. “In Sdgation to being a specialist in international 
law and a great traveller, he travelled in the Middle East, in 
Greece and in various other countries between 1967 and 1974. 

At present he is the literary columnist for the newspaper 

Le Soir of Brussels. He has published "L'Inde et 1'Amérique"

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The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, today tabled in the House of 
Commons an Exchange of Notes constituting an agreement between 
the Governments of Canada and the United States of America to 
continue their cooperation in the air defence of North America 
through the North American Air Defence Command (NORAD) for a 
further five years. The Notes were exchanged yesterday,May 8 
in Washington by Canada's Ambassador to the United States, 

Mr. Marcel Cadieux, and Mr. Richard D. Vine, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State for Canadian Affairs in the State Department. 


The decision to renew the NORAD Agreement was taken 
by the Canadian Government following an extensive review of the 
various factors involved and after taking into account the 
comments and recommendations made by the Standing Committee on 
External Affairs and National Defence in its report to the House 
of April 22, 1975 following a series of hearings on the question. 


The Government concluded that it is in Canada's interest 
to continue to cooperate with the United States on questions of 
North American defence both as a means of dealing with mutual 
security problems and as a contribution to the overall security 
of the NATO area. The Government also concluded that, although 
Substantially diminished in relative terms, there continued to 
be a bomber threat to North America which requires some defence 
and that this could most efficiently and economically be provided 
through a continuation of the effective air defence arrangement 
which had been worked out by the two Governments through NORAD. 


The Government was also conscious of the increased 
importance being attached by Canada and the United States to the 
peacetime surveillance and control of their respective airspace. 
For this purpose, both Canada and the United States are in the 
process of developing national civil-military air surveillance 
and control systems and it was concluded that the effectiveness 
of these new arrangements would be enhanced by a continuation of 
NORAD. To further the effectiveness of these new national 
systems, the two Governments have recently agreed to redefine 
NORAD'sS regional boundaries. For Canada, this will have the 
practical effect that in the future, all operations in Canadian 
airspace will be controlled from centres located in Canada and 
manned by Canadian personnel. 


In negotiations on the Exchange of Notes to renew the 
NORAD Agreement, both sides accepted the desirability of taking 
account in the text of the various changes in the strategic 
Situation affecting North American air defence which have 
occurred since the Agreement was originally concluded in 1958. 
On the Canadian side there was also a desire to ensure that in 
each aspect of the new Agreement, appropriate account was taken of 
the need to maintain full Canadian sovereignty. 


The textsof the notes exchanged yesterday in Washington 
are attached.

I have the honour to refer to discussions which 
have taken place between representatives of our two 
Governments regarding future cooperation between Canada and 
the United States of America in the defence of North America. 
Our Governments remain convinced that such cooperation, 
conducted within the framework of the North Atlantic Treaty, 
remains vital to their mutual security, compatible with their 
national interests and an important element of their con- 
tribution to the overall security of the NATO area. 


As neighbours and allies within North America, our 
two Governments have accepted special responsibilities for 
the security of the Canadian-United States Region of NATO 
and, in fulfilling these responsibilities, have entered into 
a number of bilateral arrangements to facilitate joint 
defence activities. Among these, the arrangements for 
integrated air defence embodied in the North American Air 
Defence Command (NORAD)have provided, since 1958, the means 
of exercising effective operational control of the forces 
assigned by our two Governments to the air defence of North 
America. 


In the years since the NORAD Agreement was first 
concluded, there have been significant changes in the 
character of strategic weapons and in the nature of the threat 
they pose to North America. The most important of these 
changes has been the major increase in the number and 
sophistication of strategic missiles. One result has been the 
enhancement of mutual deterrence. Another is that while long- 
range bombers continue to pose a threat to North America, 
missiles now constitute the principal threat. 


In light of these developments, our two Governments 
retain a common interest in the maintenance of effective 
Surveillance and control of North American airspace and in 
preventing its use for purposes detrimental to the security 
of North America. Since surveillance and control in peace- 
time are expected to assume increasing importance, each 
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Government has decided to establish a joint civil-military 
system to carry out these activities in conjunction with 
the air defence operations of NORAD. 


The large volume of air traffic flowing daily to, 
from and within North America, much of it across the border 
between our two countries, dictates that our national air- 
space surveillance and control systems be compatible with 
each other and requires a high degree of coordination 
between their military components. Our Governments agree 
that the necessary command and control arrangements can 
most effectively and economically be provided by the con- 
tinued operation of the North American Air Defence Command. 


In addition to performing the airspace surveillance 
and control functions related to air defence, NORAD will 
continue to monitor space activities of strategic and 
tactical interest and provide warning of aerospace activities 
that may threaten North America. Canadian participation in 
the activities of NORAD's aerospace warning systems does not 
involve any commitment by the Canadian Government to take part 
in an active ballistic missile defence arrangement. 


In these circumstances, the primary objectives of 
NORAD will in future be: 


(a) to assist each country to safeguard the 
sovereignty of its airspace; 


(b) to contribute to the deterrence of attack 
on North America by providing capabilities 
for warning of attack and for defence against 
air attack; 


(c) should deterrence fail, to ensure an appropriate 
response against attack by providing for the 
effective use of the forces of the two countries 
available for air defence. 


As in the case of all joint defence activities, the 
future activities envisaged for NORAD will require the closest 
cooperation between authorities of our two Governments and it 
is recognized that this can only be achieved in a mutually 
satisfactory way if full and meaningful consultation is carried 
out on a continuing basis. Our two Governments, therefore, 
undertake to ensure that such consultation takes place. 
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On the basis of our common appreciation of the cir- 


cumstances described and of the experience gained since the 
inception of NORAD, my Government proposes that the following 
principles should govern the future organization and operations 
of the North American Air Defence Command: 


is 


The Commander-in-Chief, NORAD (CINCNORAD), and his 
Deputy in CINCNORAD's absence, will be responsible 
to the Chief of Defence Staff of Canada and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of the United States, who in 
turn, are responsible to their respective 
Governments. They will operate within a concept of 
surveillance, warning, control and defence approved 
by the appropriate authorities of our two 
Governments, who will bear in mind their objectives 
in the defence of the Canada-United States Region of 
the NATO area. 


The North American Air Defence Command will include 
such combat units and individuals as are specifically 
allocated to it by the two Governments. The 
jurisdiction of the Commander-in-Chief, NORAD, over 
those units and individuals is limited to operational 
control as hereinafter defined. 


"Operational Control" is the power to direct, co- 
ordinate, and control the operational activities of 
forces assigned, attached, or otherwise made 
available. No permanent changes of station would be 
made without approval of the higher national authority 
concerned. Temporary reinforcement from one area to 
another, including the crossing of the international 
boundary, to meet operational requirements will be 
within the authority of commanders having operational 
control. The basic command organization for the 
defence forces of the two countries, including admin- 
istration, discipline, internal organization and unit 
training, shall be exercised by national commanders 
responsible to their national authorities. 


The appointment of CINCNORAD and his Deputy must be 
approved by the Canadian and United States Governments. 
They will not be from the same country, and the 
CINCNORAD staff shall be an integrated joint staff 
composed of officers of both countries. During the 
absence of CINCNORAD, command will pass to the Deputy 
Commander. 
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The North Atlantic Treaty Organization will continue 
to be kept informed through the Canada-United States 
Regional Planning Group of arrangements for the air 
defence of North America. 


The plans and procedures to be followed by NORAD in 
wartime shall be formulated and approved by appropriate 
national authorities and shall be capable of rapid 
implementation in an emergency. Any plans or 
procedures recommended by NORAD which bear on the 
responsibilities of civilian departments or agencies 
of the two Governments shall be referred for decision 
by the appropriate military authorities to those 
agencies and departments and may be the subject of 
inter-governmental coordination through an appropriate 
medium such as the Permanent Joint Board on Defence, 
Canada-United States. 


Terms of reference for CINCNORAD and his Deputy will 
be consistent with the foregoing principles. Changes 
in these terms of reference may be made by agreement 
between the Canadian Chief of Defence Staff and the 
United States Joint Chiefs of Staff, with approval 
of higher authority, as appropriate, provided that 
these changes are in consonance with the principles 
set out in this note. 


The financing of expenditures connected with the 
operation of the integrated headquarters of the 
North American Air Defence Command will be arranged 
by mutual agreement between appropriate agencies of 
the two Governments. 


The agreement between parties to the North Atlantic 
Treaty regarding the status of their forces signed 
in London on June 19, 1951, shall apply. 


Public statements by CINCNORAD on matters of interest 
to Canada and the United States of America will in 
all cases be the subject of prior consultation and 
agreement between appropriate agencies of the two 
Governments. 
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If the Government of the United States of America 
concurs in the considerations and provisions set out herein, 
I have the honour to propose that this Note, which is equally 
authentic in English and French, and your reply to that 
effect shall constitute an Agreement between our two 
Governments, which will enter into force on the date of your 
reply, with effect from May 12, 1975. This Agreement will 
Supersede the Agreement on the North American Air Defence 
Command concluded in Washington, D.C. on May 12, 1958 and 
subsequently renewed on March 30, 1968 and May 10, 1973. 


The present agreement will remain in effect for a 
period of five years from May 12, 1975, during which its 
terms may be reviewed at any time upon the request of either 
party. It may be terminated by either Government, following 
twelve months' written notice to the other.

J'ai l'honneur de me référer aux entretiens qui ont eu lieu entre 
les représentants de nos deux gouvernements au sujet de la collaboration 
future entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis d'tAmérique en ce qui a trait ala 
défense de 1'Amérique du Nord.

On May 12, 13 and 14, Canadian experts will attend two 
seminars dealing with the use of data processing in the fields of 
Education and Culture, and Technical Education and Professional 


Training. 
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The Secretary of State for External Affairs of Canada, 
the Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, announced that Canada will sign today 
an agreement with five countries of West Africa for the establishment of 
a part of the Pan-African Telecommunications Network. Mr. MacEachen will 
sign agreements with the ambassadors of the countries concerned, Dahomey, 
Upper Volta, Mali, Niger and Senegal. 


The agreements involve a grant of $4.5 million and 
loans of $22.43 million furnished by the Canadian International Development 
Agency. Following the approximate percentage of the project to be 
constructed on their territory, the loan will be allocated as follows: 
Mali $6.72 million; Dahomey $5.04 million, Niger $4.08 million, Senegal 
$3.84 million and Upper-Volta $2.75 million. 


The regional project is intended to improve communications 
between the five countries and the remainder of the continent in a common 
effort of cooperation. It consists of the construction of two sections of 
high voltage lines: the first will join Kaolack in Senegal and Bobo-Dioulasso 
in Upper-Volta, via Bamako, Mali; the second will join Koupela in Upper- 
Volta to Bohincon in Dahomey, via Niamey in Niger. It also involves the 
construction of centres of international telephone exchange in Bamako, Mali, 
Niamey, Niger and Cotonou, Dahomey. 


The loans to be made to each country will be used for 
procurement in Canada of goods and services necessary for the construction 
of that part of the network situated on their territory. 


The grant will cover the costs of technical assistance, 
the services of the Canadian consulting engineers who will carry out the 
design and supervise the construction, as well as the costs of a training pro- 
gramme for the African personnel involved. 


The contribution of the African countries although it 
cannot be determined at the present time, will be substantial and will 
include the purchase and preparation of the work sites, construction and 
up-keep of access routes and provision of local labour. 


In view of the regional character of the project and the 
need for close consultation and collaboration among the six participating 
governments a Senior Coordination Committee and a Technical Coordination 
Committee will be created following signature of the agreements. 
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The Department of External Affairs of the Government of 
Canada presents its compliments to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the Republic of South Viet-Nam and has the honour to refer to 
the Ministry's communication of May 7, 1975 informing the Canadian 
Government that as of April 30, 1975, the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of the Republic of South Viet-Nam exercises complete 
sovereignty over all of South Viet=Nam. 


The Department wishes to inform the Ministry that the 
Government of Canada hereby recognizes the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of the Republic of South Viet-Nam as the sole legal 
government of South Viet-Nam. The Government of Canada proposes 
that discussions be entered into, as soon as is convenient to 
both sides, with a view to the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between Canada and the Republic of South Viet-Nan. 


The Department of External Affairs of the Government of 
Canada availsitself of this opportunity to express to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of South Viet-Nam the assurances 
of its highest consideration.

The President of the Republic of Upper 
Volta is accompanied by Mr. Saye Zerbo, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs; Mr. Antoine Dakouré, Minister of Planning, Rural 
Development, Environment and Tourism; Mr. Mahamoudou 
Ouedraogo, Minister of Public Works, Transport and Urban 
Planning; Mr. Ali Lankouandé, Minister of National Education; 
and a sizeable party of experts and technicians. 


His Excellency the President of the Republic of 
Upper Volta was received by Their Excellencies the Governor 
General and Mrs. Léger. He has had discussions with the 
Prime Minister, the Right Honourable Pierre Elliott Trudeau, 
accompanied by the Honourable Jean Marchand, Minister of 
Transport, the Honourable Jeanne Sauvé, Minister of the 
Environment,and the Honourable Hugh Faulkner, Secretary of 
State. He also had discussions concerning the French-speaking 
world and co-operation with the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, the Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, and the President 
of the Canadian International Development Agency, Mr. Paul Gérin- 
Lajoie. In addition, he visited the House of Commons, where he 
was officially received by the Speaker of the Senate, the 
Honourable Renaude Lapointe, and the Speaker of the House, the 
Honourable .J. Jerome. 


On the subject of international co-operation, the two 
parties exchanged points of view concerning current problems 
in the implementation of international development strategy. 


On the subject of bilateral co-operation, the Canadian 
government affirmed its desire to increase its co-operation with 
Upper Volta. For this purpose, the Canadian government plans to 
spend about $20 million during the next five years, mainly for 
the development of sectors assigned priority by the government 
of Upper Volta, such as rural development, transport and mines. 
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Accordingly, agreement was reached on the 
following: 


(1)  the.installation. of a fifty-kilowatt 
transmitter at. Bobo-Dioulasso; 


(2) missions to complete plans for the 
following projects: 


(a) plant protection 


(b) aerial geophysical prospecting in 
the western and southern central 
regions; 


(3) missions to carry out further studies for 
the following projects: 


(a) a road programme 


(b) development of the valleys in the 
Upper Volta river system 


(c) the Bambakari Dam; 


(4) a mission to explore the possibility of 
assistance with training related to the priority sectors 
mentioned above. 


The Canadian government stated its willingness 
to maintain its current level of aid to Upper Volta in the 
frelavof education, With regard to food aid, the Canadian 
government will continue to respond sympathetically to a 
Sluuation that 18 at times difficult for Upper Volta. 


Finally, the Canadian government will continue to 
provide assistance for regional programmes, such as the pro- 
gramme for combatting onchocerciasis. On the subject of regional 
programmes, both parties expressed satisfaction that the agreement 
on the Pan-African Telecommunications Network linking the countries 
of the region was signed during the visit of the President of the 
Repubiae of Upper’ Volta. 
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On May 15, the President of Upper Volta leaves 
Ottawa for Montreal, where he will be the guest of the 
Lieutenant Governor of the Province of Quebec. Subsequently, 
he will go to New Brunswick, where he will be received 
by the Lieutenant Governor and the Premier. On May 16, 
the President of the Republic of Upper Volta will be officially 
welcomed by His Worship Mayor Jean Drapeau of the City of 
Montreal. On the same day, he will leave Montreal to return 
to Ouagadougou. 
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CANADA’S ELECTION TO THE 
COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
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ELECTION DU CANADA A LA 
COMMISSION DES DROITS DE L’HOMME 
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The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the Honourable 
Allan J. MacEachen, announced today that Canada had been elected 
to the United Nations Commission on Human Rights. Elections to 
the Commission were held during the fifty-eighth Session of the 
Economic and Social Council which took place in New York,April 8 - 
May 4. L975. 


The Commission on Human Rights, which is the principal 
body of the United Nations responsible for Human Rights, was 
created in 1947 and immediately undertook the drafting of a Uni- 


versal Declaration of Human Rights which was solemnly adopted and 


proclaimed by the General Assembly the following year. 


The Commission is, among other things, responsible for 
the development of an important set of international instruments, 
declarations or conventions, in particular the two Covenants on 
Human Rights and the International Convention on the Elimination 
Siew eeorms of Racial Discrimination. 


The next session of the Commission will be heid in Geneva 
next February. Canada served a term on the Commission on Human 
Rights once before from 1963 to 1965.

CONVENTION BETWEEN CANADA AND BELGIUM FOR THE 
AVOIDANCE OF DoUBLE TAXATION AND THE SETTLEMENT 
OF OTHER MATTERS WITH RESPECT TO TAXES ON INCOME 
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Thewactane Secretary of state tor ExternalAffairs, 
the Honourable Gérard Pelletier, and the Belgium Ambassador 
to Canada, His Excellency Marcel Rymenans, signed today in 
Ottawa a Convention for the Avoidance of Double Taxation 
and the Settlement of Other Matters with Respect to Taxes 
on Income. | 


After the 1971 Canadian tax reform, the Minister of 
Finance indicated that it would be necessary to revise 
existing tax treaties and to negotiate a large number of 
others. In the case of the Convention with Belgium, talks 
started in the fall of 1972. Representatives of the 
Departments of Finance of both countries have met on a 
number of occasions since then and have reached an agreement 
on the text of a draft Convention. 


The Convention, the text of which is patterned on 
the draft Double Taxation Convention prepared by the 
Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development (OECD), 
can be divided into six different parts: Scope (Articles 1 
and ZyeeeDefinitions (Articles: 3 to 5); Taxation of Income 
Okmpieres 6 to 22}; Elimination of Double, Taxation (Article 23); 
Special Provisions (Article 24 to 28); and Final Provisions 
PArgEretes 29 and 30); 


It can be noted that in the case of dividends, branch 
profits. and interests paid to non-residents, a general rate 
Of @mennolding tax of 15% will apply and in the case of 
royalties, a general rate of 10%. The Convention also provides 
for a limited number of exceptions in the case of branch 
profits, interest, and royalties. 


The Convention will enter into force fifteen days 
after the date of the exchange of instruments of ratification 
and it shall generally apply to taxes pertaining to the year 
of the exchange of instruments of ratification.

The Secretary of State for External Affairs, the 
Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, today confirmed that the 
Canadian Government would welcome the establishment of 
Mozambique as a sovereign state on June 25th. He said that 
discussions would be initiated with the Mozambique authorities 
after Independence with a view to establishing formal diplomatic 
relations. Mr. MacEachen recalled that he earlier indicated 
Canada's intentions in this regard when he announced the 
creation of a Special Diplomatic Mission to Angola and Mozambique. 


In making this announcement, the Secretary of State for

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Outline af the Canadian Position on the Garrison Diversion Unit 
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During the course of recent testimony before the Subcomnittce 
on Public Works of the House of Representatives Committee on 
Appropriations, it was stated that the issue with Canada over the 
Garrison Diversion lnit relates only to the return flows from the 
Souris Loop division. It was also suggested that alternatives to the 


Garrison project are being discussed with Canada. 


In this context, it seems desirable to reiterate Canada's 
concerns ahout the potential adverse effects of the Garrison Diversion 
Unit, as currently envisaged, on waters. crossing the boundary into 
Canada. The Government of Canada has concluded, on the basis of 
studies conducted in the United States and Canada, and on the basis 
of information provided by the United States in response to, questions 
raisec in vanada, that the Garrison Diversion Unit, as ..currently 
envisaged, would have adverse effects on the Souris, Assiniboine and 


Red Rivers, and ultimately Lake Winnipeg, which would cause injury 


to health and property in Canada. 


The Government of Canada, therefore, is nleased to learn 
that consideration is being ctiven to alternatives to the current 


Garrison Mversion Unit which would not adversely affect Csiada. The 
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fovernment. of Canada has not yet been officially informed of these 
alternatives, however, nor have these alternatives been discussed 


with Canadian officials, 


Since 1969, by means of a series of diplomatic Notes and 
meotings, the Government of Canada has been in continuing consultation 
with the Goverrment of the United States on the Garrison Diversion 
Unit as it affects Canada. An important stage in this consultative 
process was reached on October 23, 1973, with the presentation of a 
Note to the United States Government in which the Government of 
Canada concluded, based on studies conducted in both countries, that 
the proposal would mm counter to the obligations assumed by the 
Mnited States under Article IV of the Boundary Waters Treaty of 1909. 
Accordingly, the Note requested the Government of the United States 
to “establish a moratorium on 411 further construction of the Garrison 
Diversion Unit until such time as the United States and Canadian 
Governments can reach an understanding that Canadian rishts and 
interests have been fully protected in accordance with the provisions 


of the Boundary Waters Treaty". 


The Government of the United States gave its assvrances in 
a renly Note dated February 5, 197), that "the U.S. will comply with 


its obligation to Canada not to pollute water crossing the boundary 
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to the injury of health or proverty within Canada", The Note 
further stated that "no construction potentially affecting waters 
flowing into Canada will be undertaken unless it is clear that 


this oblication will be met", 


The Governnent of the United States has since repeated these 
assurances in response to further expressions of concern by Canada in 
meetines of Canadian and U.S. officials on the subject, including the 
Jamary 16, 1975 meeting in Washington, D.C., where it was agreed to 
recommend to the respective sovernments that they select an appropriate 
mechanism to undertake a joint examination of certain aspects of or 
adjustments to the project, to ensure that the provisions of Article 


TV of the Boundary Waters Treaty are honoured. 


That this subject is a matter of considerable concern in 
Ganada is evident from the continuing discussion in the House of 
Commons and the Manitoba Lerislature, and the fact that Prime Minister

During his visit to Seoul the Canadian minister held 
discussions with Foreign Minister Kim in a frank and friendly 
atmosphere of mutual understanding. 


Mr. MacEachen also had interviews with His Excellency, 
Park Ghung Hee > President of the Republic, of. Korea,,. and, His 
Exceilency,, Prime Minister Kim Jong, Pil. 


The Canadian Secretary of State for External Affairs 
noted that this was the first visit of a Canadian foreign 
minister to Korea and expressed his deep gratitude to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs for the friendly and hospitable 
treatment extended him. 


The two foreign ministers had a very useful exchange 
of views on the world situation and reviewed the state of 
relations between Canada and the Republic of Korea. 


Inthe. course of the discussions, the ministers placed 
particular emphasis on the situation in the Korean peninsula 
avG, apreed on the «urgent neéda for anternational ‘co-operation 
to enhance continued peace and security in this area. 


The ministers went on to discuss the Korean question 
in the United Nations and Mr. MacEachen renewed his assurances 
of Canadian support for the position of the Republic of Korea 
and-ats efforts to. work towards peaceful reunification on the 
basis of the freely expressed will of the Korean people. 


The two foreign ministers expressed mutual satisfaction 
at the remarkable growth of bilateral co-operation between 
Canada and the Republic of Korea in all fields, particularly 
in trade and investment in the past few years. 


The ministers agreed that this trend should be encouraged 
and that further efforts should be made to broaden the scope of 
relations between the two countries. 


The two foreign ministers also reviewed the current 
State os Negotiations) for the acquisition by. the Republic, of 
Korea of a Canadian nuclear power reactor. Mr. MacEachen noted 
that Canada was committed to co-operate in the sharing of the 
benefits of nuclear energy under the most effective safeguards. 
The two ministers looked forward to the early conclusion of a 
bilateral safeguards agreement between Canada and the Republic 
of Korea which would incorporate the safeguards required by 
Canadian policy to ensure that any assistance provided would be 
used solely for peaceful, non-explosive purposes. 
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The Canadian foreign minister said the Canadian 
Government was pleased that the Republic of Korea Government 
had earlier in the year ratified the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty. Foreign Minister Kim assured Mr. MacEachen that the 
Republic of Korea would honour its obligations under the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty not to manufacture or otherwise acquire 
nuclear weapons or other nuclear explosive devices. 


Foreign Minister Kim and Mr. MacEachen shared the 
view that close contact and consultation between the two countries 
are highly desirable for mutual benefit and agreed to meet 
frequemeby in’ the future.

Mr. Shridath Surendranath Ramphal whom Commonwealth Heads of Government 
have appointed to succeed Mr. Arnold Smith as Commonwealth Secretary-General 
has been Minister of Foreign Affairs and Justice of Guyana since August 1972. 
He had earlier been Attorney-General and Minister of State for External 
Affairs and a member of the Guyana cabinet, since 1965. 


Educated in Guyana and in Britain, Mr. Ramphal is an associate of King's 
College, London, and holds the LL.M.(London) with a mark of distinction. 
The Arden and Atkin Prizeman at Gray's Inn in 1952, he later attended the 
Harvard Law School as a Guggenheim Fellow. 


He held several legal appointments in the Caribbean, including those 
of Solicitor-General of British Guiana 1959-61 and Assistant Attorney- 
General of the Federation of the West Indies 1961-62, and practised at 
the bar in Jamaica. 


He took part in the Guyana constitutional conference in 1965 and had 
a major role in drafting Guyana's independence constitution. He was 
nominated to parliament in 1965 and appointed Attorney-General and Minister 
of State. 


A prominent representative of his country in international assemblies, 
he was Vice-Chairman of Guyana's delegation to the UN General Assembly in 
1966, and Chairman of the delegation in 1967 and 1968. A member of the 
Guyana delegation to Commonwealth Heads of Government meetings since 1966, 
he has led the Guyana delegation to several meetings of Commonwealth Law 
Ministers. He was elected Chairman of the Conference of Foreign Ministers 
of Non-Aligned Countries held in Georgetown, Guyana, in August 1972. 
Recently he was one of the main spokesmen for the developing countries in 
their negotiations with the European Community leading to the Lomé Convention. 


He was made a Senior Counsel of Guyana in 1966 and has been a Member of 
the International Commission of Jurists since 1970. He is also a member of 
the Advisory Committee of the Centre for International Studies of New York 
University. 


Mr. Ramphal was born in October 1928. He is married and has two 
daughters and two sons. 
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CANADA-INDONESIA JOINT CommMUNIQUE ON THE OccASION 

OF THE STATE VISIT OF THE PRESIDENT oF INDONESIA, 
GENERAL SOEHARTO, TO CANADA on JuLy 2-5, 1975 
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At the invitation of Their Fxcellencies The Governor General 
of Canada and Madame Léger, Their Excellencies the President of the 
Republic of Indonesia, General Soeharto and Madame Soeharto paid a 
state visit to Canada from July 2 to July 5, 1975, which included 
visits to Ottawa and Toronto. The President of the Republic of 
Indonesia was accompanied by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 

Mr. Adam Malik and Madame Malik, the Minister of State for the Economy, 
Finance and Industry, Professor Widjojo Nitisastro, the Minister/State 
Secretary, Mr. Sudharmono, and senior officials of the Indonesian 
Governmente 


The visit of the President of Indonesia and Madame Soeharto 
was a manifestation of the very close and friendly relations existing 
between the two countries and of the common will of the two peoples to 
expand and deepen their cooperation in all fields. 


During the visit, President Soeharto held detailed discussions 
with the Prime Minister of Canada, Mr. Pierre Elliott Trudeau, in the 
course of which they exchanged views on international matters of mutual 
interest, as well as on matters of bilateral concerne They noted with 
satisfaction the common views and objectives their two countries share 
regarding many aspects of the current international situation. 


The two Heads of Government, in their review of the international 
situation, were pleased to note the global trend towards détente and 
rapprochement, but regretted that there are still situations of conflict 
and tension in some areas of the world. They expressed the hope that the 
same process of détente would soon be extended to those areas alsoe 


In reviewing developments in Southeast Asia, the two Heads of 
Government welcomed the cessation of hostilities in the countries of 
Indo-China, and expressed the hope that these countries would now be 
able to participate constructively in the affairs of the region. President 
Soeharto explained Indonesia's efforts, in cooperation with its neighbours, 
to promote regional cooperation and harmony through the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations. Prime Minister Trudeau expressed Canada's support 
for the objectives of ASEAN, which he considered to be a major factor 
contributing to the stability, peace and development of the Southeast 
Asian region as a whole. They agreed that there is great potential for 
mutually beneficial cooperation between Canada and ASEAN in furthering 
the efforts of the members of ASEAN to develop their resilience, both 
individually and collectively. 


Both Heads of Government expressed their conviction that their 
countries have a common interest in promoting cooperation in the Pacific 
area and noted with satisfaction the steadily widening possibilities 
towards that end. They agreed that their governments should consult 
frequently on the various problems affecting the Pacific region. 


The two sides reaffirmed their adherence to the principles of 
the United Nations Charter. Prime Minister Trudeau expressed Canada's 
desire to see the United Nations as a centre for harmonizing the interests 
of nations without subverting the principles of its organization nor its 
capacity to facilitate change in the practices of international cooperatione 
President Soeharto expressed the hope that the United Nations would not 
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turn into an arena of confrontation, but should be made a forum for 
concerted efforts to seek concrete solutions to current world problems. 
They agreed that greater efforts should be made by all members to 
achieve disarmament, especially nuclear disarmament, to promote the 
peaceful resolution of disputes between states, and to realize the 
economic aspirations of all countries and, in particular, the urgent 
needs of developing countries. 


The two Heads of Government affirmed the significance of the 
UN Conference on the Law of the Sea to bring about and guarantee the 
sound management of the resources of the sea under the “economic zone" 
and "common heritage of mankind" concepts, on the basis of respect for 
the economic interests, national sovereignty, political unity and 
territorial and environmental integrity of coastal states, taking due 
account of the vital and just interests of states having special 
geographical circumstances. The Canadian side was sympathetic to, and 
expressed its support for, the aims and efforts of Indonesia, being an 
archipelagic state, to incorporate the archipelagic state principle as 
part of the Convention on the Law of the Sea. The Indonesian side 
recognized and expressed its support for Canada's efforts to incorporate 
provisions in the Law of the Sea Convention establishing the rights of the 
state of origin in respect of salmon spawned in its rivers and the 
special rights and duties of the coastal state in respect of protection 
of the marine environment and the prevention of pollution in highly 
vulnerable areas. The two sides also stressed the need for closer 
cooperation and mutual support of each other's positions in the delibera- 
tions of this Conference. 


In examining international economic relations, the two Heads of 
Government stressed the importance and need for urgent settlement of 
global economic problems. They expressed the conviction that the 
disparities between the developed and developing countries could not be 
tolerated and that further intensive efforts would be required to enable 
developing countries to derive maximum benefit from trade, investment 
and financial systems. In the evolution of the international systen, 
full attention would have to be given to the principles of equitable 
international cooperation and rapid development of the developing 
countries. The two Heads of Government also shared the view that in 
the development of new cooperative mechanisms in international economic 
relations urgent attention should be given to international measures 
dealing with commodity problems and trade liberalization, as such 
measures could constitute one of the most important aspects of the 
development task. In this context, they agreed that in working towards 
reducing the disparity between developed and developing countries, 
Canada and Indonesia should try to coordinate their views and positions 
in order to contribute to the achievement of common objectives and the 
safeguarding of common interests. 


In the bilateral field, the two Heads of Government agreed 
to strengthen trade and economic cooperation between their two countries. 
Prime Minister Trudeau explained the emphasis Canada is placing on its 
relations with the developing countries. President Soeharto welcomed 
Canada's policy as one fully in line with efforts to improve existing 


structures and, where necessary, to develop new structures for international 


economic cooperation and in this context, expressed his appreciation for 
the Canadian role in the development of Indonesia. 
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In the framework of Canada's participation in the development 
of the Indonesian economy and facilitating trade between the two 
countries, a Memorandum of Understanding between the Government of 
Indonesia and the Government of Canada was signed on July 3, 1975. 
Pursuant to this understanding, representatives of the two governments 
will enter into negotiations to conclude agreements to establish in 
Canada credit facilities totalling two hundred million dollars 
($200,000,000) Canadian to assist Indonesia to purchase Canadian 
goods and services. The facilities would be made available to 
Indonesia to the extent of $25 million by the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA), and to the extent of $175 million by the 
Export Development Corporation and Canadian financial institutions. 


His Excellency the President of Indonesia expressed his 
appreciation and gratitude for the friendly welcome extended to him, 
Madame Soeharto, and members of his party by His Excellency the 
Governor General of Canada, Madame Léger and the Government and people 
of Canada during their visit to Canada.

COMMONWEALTH EXPERTS GROUP BEGINS MEETINGS 
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The Department of Fxternal Affairs announces that the group of 
Commonwealth experts who are to draw up a comprehensive plan directed at 
closing the gap between rich and poor nations will begin work in Ottawa on 
July 9. 


The ten-member group was established at the Commonwealth Heads 
of Government Meeting at Kingston, Jamaica, and will deal with questions 
related to a new international economic order. At Kingston, Prime Minister 
Trudeau invited the group to convene in Ottawa for its substantive working 
session, which is expected to last until July 23rd or 25th. A preliminary 
meeting was held in London from June 10th to June 13th. The group will 
prepare an interim report to be ready for consideration by Commonwealth 
Ministers who will be meeting in Georgetown, Guyana, in the last week of 
August. 


The members of the group have been chosen for their knowledge of 
contemporary economic problems. The group was also selected to reflect a 
balance in the perspectives of different regions, national development 
strategies and expertise.

Following almost continuous torrential rains, large 
areas of Romania have been flooded by tributaries of the 
Danube over-flowing their banks. There has been heavy crop 
damage just prior to harvest and many industrial and 
communications facilities have been totally or partially 
destroyed. The Romanian Government on July 3 declared a 
state of emergency and ordered a nationwide mobilization 
toO,dealwwith the floods.

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The Department of External Affairs wishes to 
announce the signing today of an Agreement between Canada and 
Israel for the Avoidance of Double Taxation and the Prevention 
of Fiscal Evasion with respect to Taxes on Income and on 
Capital. The Agreement was signed today in Ottawa by the 
Minister of Finance, Honourable John N. Turner on behalf of 
Canada and the Ambassador of Israel to Canada, His Excellency 
Theodor Meron on behalf of Israel. 


After the 1971 Canadian tax reform, the Minister of 
Finance indicated that it would be necessary to revise existing 
tax tGyedtves and to negotiate a large number of others. ‘In the 
casesor the Convention with Israel, talks started in the spring 
Gr it eeand representatives of Departments of Finance of both 
countries have met on many occasions since then and have 
reached an agreement on the text of a draft Convention; this 
Convention, the signature of which takes place today, is the 
third one signed by Canada since tax reform. 


The Convention, the text of which is patterned on the 
draft Double Taxation Convention prepared by the Organization 
for mconomic Co-operation and: Development {OECD), can be divided 
intowseven different parts: Scope (Articles 1 and 2)’; 
Deturpoerons (Articles 3 to 5); Taxation of Income (Articles 6 to 21); 
TaxXationeon Capital (Article 22); Elimination of Double Taxation 
MAartacies25); Special Provisions (Articles 24 to 28); and Final 
Provisions (Articles 29 and 30). 


It can be noted that in the case of dividends, branch 
Diositseroyalties, and interests paid to non-residents a general 
bape Onevetnholding tax of 15% will apply. .

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Officials of the Spanish and Canadian Governments 
met at Ottawa on August 6 and 7 to discuss fisheries matters 


of mutual concern to the two countries. 


Both sides recognized that it was imperative to ensure 
Strict fulfillment of obligations assumed under the International 
Commission for the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries (ICNAF), 
particularly in light of serious declines in the stocks. The 
Spanish officials indicated that they had recently met with 
representatives of the aoe fishing fleet to bring about 
improved compliance with ICNAF regulations and increased bio- 
logical sampling of catches to help assess the state of the stocks 
and the yields they can support. It was agreed that under the 
ICNAF Scheme of Joint International Enforcement steps would be 
taken to enable Spanish fisheries inspectors to work with 
Canadian inspectors in securing.improved compliance with ICNAF 
regulations. A new system of rapid communication between 
Canadian and Spanish fisheries officials will be put into 
operation to deal with possible violations. Early consideration 
will be given to designating a Spanish authority in the Northwest 
Atlantic with whom Canadian fisheries officials could deal on a 
day-to-day basis with regard to enforcement questions and other 


related matters. 


Particular attention was given to the problem of 
discards of by-catches, and methods of dealing with this matter 


t 


“ were explored. 
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The two sides reviewed the Canadian proposals for 
the conservation and management of fish stocks off Canada's 
Atlantic coast first advanced at the June 1975 meeting of ICNAF 
and scheduled for further discussion at the special ICNAF 
meeting to be held at Montreal in September. The Canadian side 
stressed the importance Canada attaches to these proposals and 


their possible implications for the future of ICNAF. 


Both sides attached great importance to their future 
cooperation in the field of fisheries. They expressed their 
readiness to meet at an early opportunity in order to consider

In accordance with the Act, Governors are appointed by the 
Parliament of Canada for a four-year term on a rotating basis to ensure 
a measure of continuity. 


Eleven of the Governors, including the Chairman and the Vice- 
Chairman, must be Canadian citizens. It has become practice to draw the 
other ten Governors from among people in other countries who have made 
notable contributions in the field of international development. Six of 
them are from developing countries. 


The Governors of this autonomous corporation meet twice-yearly 
to formulate policies of the Centre and to approve projects. The next 
meeting of the Board of Governors will be held September 26-27 in Ottawa. 
During the Centre's five years of operation, the IDRC Board has approved 
support for 274 projects involving grants totalling $51.9 million.

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Canadian and Soviet delegations met at Ottawa from August 25 to 27, 
1975 to discuss fisheries matters of mutual concern. 


Both sides recognized that it was imperative to ensure strict 
adherence to and implementation of measures agreed within the International 
Commission for the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries (ICNAF), particularly in light 
of the urgent need to maintain and restore the stocks. The Canadian and Soviet 
delegations agreed to establish new methods of cooperation to achieve this result. 


Following a review of past differences in this field, the two sides 
undertook to develop procedures that would lead to a common understanding of 
catch information on which implementation of quotas is based, and that would 
ensure that future differences, should any arise, could be satisfactorily and 
promptly resolved. 


To this end technical experts of the two countries will meet from 
time to time for further consultations and coordination of information, with 
the next such meeting to be held in September. It was agreed to recommend to 
the two governments the establishment of a "Joint Fisheries Consultative Commission" 
to carry out, inter alia, the following functions: 


a) to review problems referred to it by the two governments 
regarding the implementation of agreed measures, and to 
make recommendations for the resolution of such problems; 


b) to facilitate the coordination of statistical and scientific 
information; 


c) to improve bilateral cooperation under the ICNAF Scheme of 
Joint International Enforcement; 


d) to provide for an improved exchange of information with 
regard to areas of concentration of fishing operations of 
both countries and promote other cooperative measures for 
the purpose of preventing damage to fishing gear and of 
facilitating the settlement of any claims arising from 
such damage; 


e) other functions that may be assigned to it by the two 
governments. 


In connection with the establishment of the proposed Joint Commission, 
the two sides further agreed to ensure the prompt discontinuance of a fishery 
when the national guota allocation for the stock in question has been taken. 
Upon the effective establishment of such provisions and the other procedures 
referred to above, Soviet fishing vessels will be granted renewed access to 
Canada's Atlantic ports. 
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_ It was understood that the role of the proposed Commission would 
have to be reexamined in the light of future developments in fisheries relations 
between the two countries. 


Both sides attached great importance to their future cooperation in 
the field of fisheries. They expressed their readiness to meet at an early 
opportunity in order to consider the elaboration of a bilateral agreement on 
fisheries cooperation that would establish the terms and conditions governing 
continued fishing by the Soviet fleet in waters off Canada's coasts, taking 
into account anticipated legal and jurisdictional changes in the regime of 
fisheries management in such waters and traditional Soviet fishing. 


The two sides reviewed the Canadian proposals for the conservation 
and management of fish stocks off Canada's Atlantic coast first advanced at the 
June 1975 meeting of ICNAF and scheduled for further discussion at the special 
ICNAF meeting to be held at Montreal in September. The Canadian side stressed 
the importance Canada attaches to these proposals and their possible implications 
for the future of ICNAF. 


The Soviet delegation was chaired by Mr. Aleksey A. Volkov, Deputy 
Chief of External Relations Department, Ministry of Fisheries; the chairman of 
the Canadian delegation was Mr. L.H. Legault, Director General, International 
Fisheries and Marine Directorate, Department of the Environment.

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JoINT CoMMUNIQUE ON CANADA-NORWAY 
DISCUSSIONS ON FISHERIES MATTERS 
oF MuTAL CoNCERN, 
Qsto, SEPTEMBER 15-16, 1975 — 
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Officials of the Canadian and Norwegian Governments 
met at Oslo on September 15th and 16th,1975 to discuss 
fisheries matters of mutual concern. 


The talks were based on the common concern of both 
the Canadian and Norwegian sides for the welfare of their 
coastal communities and the rational management, conservation 
ang Utilization ‘ofthe! Living’ resources: of) their coastal 
waters. 


Both sides attached great importance to their future 
co-operation in ‘the field of fisheries, taking into account’ 'the 
anticipated extension of the limits of their national fisheries 
jurisdiction and their desire to promote the orderly development 
of ‘the ‘Law of the Sea. The two sides recognized that pursuant to 
relevant principles of international law, Canada and Norway as 
coastal states have special rights and obligations in respect of 
the conservation and management of the living resources in areas 
beyond and adjacent to waters now under their fisheries jurisdiction, 
in accordance with the consensus now emerging from the United 
Nattons’ ‘Law ‘of ‘the Sea Conference.) * They: consideredi ait imperative 
and appropriate to establish now the principles upon which their 
mutual fisheries relations shall be conducted in future, pursuant 
to and in accordance with developing principles of international 
law. They also considered it desirable to co-ordinate and 
harmonize ‘theiy actions: in) extending their respective. areas of 
fisheries jurisdiction. 


The two sides agreed to enter into formal negotiations 
at an G€ariy date with a view to elaborating a bilateral agreement 
on the terms and conditions governing continued fishing by the 
Norwegian fleet, under Canadian regulation and control, in areas 
under future Canadian jurisdiction beyond the present limits of 
the Canadian territorial sea and fishing zones off the Atlantic 
Coast, taking into account the anticipated extension of the limits 
of jurisdiction through the establishment of an economic zone or 
Enrougie tne Extension of fishery limits to 200 nautical miles.

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DISCUSSIONS OF FISHERIES MATTERS oF MuTUAL CoNncERN 
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Canadian and Polish officials met at Ottawa on 
September 19, 1975 to discuss fisheries matters of mutual 
concern. 


Both sides attached great importance to their 
future cooperation in the field of fisheries. They expressed 
their readiness to meet at an early opportunity in order to 
consider the elaboration of a bilateral agreement on fisheries 
cooperation that would establish the terms and conditions - 
governing continued fishing by the Polish fleet in waters off 
Canada's coasts, taking into account anticipated legal and 
jurisdictional changes in the regime of fisheries management 
in such waters and traditional Polish fishing, as well as the 
desirability of working out, at the same time, short-term 
arrangements regarding Polish fishing off the Pacific coast. 


The two sides reviewed the Canadian proposals for 
the conservation and management of fish stocks off Canada's 
Merancicqecodas, first advanced at the June 1975 meeting of 
ICNAF, and scheduled for further discussion at the special 
ICNAF meeting to be held at Montreal beginning September 22. 
The Canadian side stressed the importance Canada attaches to 
these proposals and their possible implications for the future 
of ICNAF. 


The Polish delegation was chaired by Dr.R. Pietraszek, 
Under Secretary of State, Ministry of Foreign Trade and 
Maritime Economy; the chairman of the Canadian delegation 
was Mr. L.H. Legault, Director General, International Fisheries 
and Marine Directorate, Fisheries & Marine Service, Department 
of the Environment. 
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September 19, 1975. 
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The Department of External Affairs announced today that a grant 
has been made to THE ORFORD STRING QUARTET enabling it to undertake a 
European tour during the month of October. Under the Department's 
continuing program of cultural relations with foreign countries, the 
Quartet will be performing in the U.S.S.R., Romania, Italy and Yugoslavia. 


The Soviet section, which opens the tour on October 3, will 
constitute the musicians! first visit to the U.S.S.R. During their two- 
week stay, the Orford Quartet will be performing in Moscow, Leningrad and 
four other cities. Meetings with the Soviet Union of Musicians and 
Composers are included in their itinerary. 


Two concerts in Romania will follow, with the Bucarest recital 
broadcast over the national radio and television network. The ensemble 
then proceeds to Rome for two concerts and to Yugoslavia for performances 
in Ljubljana and Zagreb. In addition, the Quartet has accepted an invitation 
from Les Jeunesses Musicales of Spain for a recital in Barcelona. 


The tour is a presentation of the Canadian Department of External 
Affairs with the assistance of the Canada Council Touring Office. 
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The four musicians: Andrew Dawes, violin; Kenneth Perkins, violin; 
Terence Helmer, viola; and Marcel St-Cyr, cello — first formed a professional 
quartet at the Jeunesses Musicales summer music camp at Mount Orford, Quebec. 
In July of this year, they performed at the 1975 International Series at 
Mount Orford, marking their 10th anniversary as an ensemble. Since 1965, 
they have toured extensively through Canada and the United States; and, under 
the auspices of the Canada Council and the Department of External Affairs, 
have performed in most major European capitals and at numerous international 
festivals. 


In November 19714, they tied for first prize at the prestigious 
European Broadcasting Union Competition. This further testimony to their 
talent attracted offers from several important international agents who 
heard the Quartet during a series of European concerts in April 1975. The 
tour coincided with the launching of their first major international recording 
on the Concert Hall label. To fulfil a growing number of international 
requests for recitals, the Quartet is planning another overseas tour in the 
Spring. 
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The Minister of State for Fisheries of Canada, the Honourable 
Roméo LeBlanc, and the First Vice-—Minister of Fisheries for the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Mr. V. M. Kamentsev, announced today that 
officials of the Canadian and Soviet Governments have elaborated a bilateral ad 
referendum agreement on fisheries matters. 


The agreement will now be referred to the two Governments for 
their consideration and approval. It provides for the establishment of 
a Canada/USSR Joint Fisheries Consultative Commission and the appointment 
of a Soviet fisheries official in Halifax. These arrangements are intended 
to strengthen bilateral fisheries cooperation between the two countries in 
the Northwest Atiantic. 


Mr. LeBlanc also announced that Canada's Atlantic ports will be 
open to vessels of the Soviet fishing fleet, in accordance with relevant 
Canadian laws and regulations, as of September 29, 1975. 


Mr. Kamentsev expressed satisfaction with these developments. He 
stated that the USSR supports the principle of rational, scientifically-— 
based utilization of fishery resources and shares Canada's concern regarding 
the urgent conservation needs of the fish stocks of the Northwest Atlantic. 
He indicated that the Soviet delegation supports Canada's proposals for a 
reduction in the fishing effort and lower Total Allowable Catches for certain 
stocks of groundfish in critical condition and will cooperate with Canada 
with regard to the elaboration of appropriate allocations of allowable catches 
among countries. These proposals are now being considered by the International 
Commission for the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries (ICNAF). 


In accordance with the Agreed Record of Understanding issued after 
the Canada/USSR fisheries talks of August 25 to 27, 1975, Mr. LeBlanc and 
Mr. Kamentsev reaffirmed the readiness of the two Governments to have their 
officials meet at an early opportunity in order to consider the elaboration 
of a further bilateral agreement on fisheries cooperation.

The Trio of Bob Aitken, flute, Mary Morrison, soprano and Marion Ross, 
piano has established an international reputation in the performance 
of contemporary music. This tour, which has been booked by the ensemble 


through their own contacts, includes several radio and tv engagements. 


In Reykjavik, in addition to their opening concert on October ith, 

the Trio will be presented in two half hour radio broadcasts and a 
television special. Two concerts follow in Norway; the Oslo engagements 
will also be recordeu for radio broadcast.

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Under a continuing program of cultural relations with foreign 
countries, the Department of External Affairs announced today that a 
grant has been given to LE THEATRE DU NOUVEAU MONDE of Montreal for a 
tour of Europe and Africa. Their production of Quichotte will be abroad 
from 1 November to 20 December for a total of 35 performances in France, 
Belgium, Tunisia, Algeria, Morocco, Senegal and the Ivory Coast. The 
tour is a presentation of the Canadian Department of External Affairs 
with the assistance of the Touring Office of the Canada Council. 


The Cervantes' classic "Don Quixotte" was first adapted into 
a one-act comedy in 1972 by TNM director, Jean—Pierre Ronfard. It has 
been a major success in performances across Canada and at the 1973 Festival 
de la Francophonie in Liége. Quichotte was originally produced by 
Les Jeunes Comédiens, a troupe now formally associated with and touring 
under the name of Le Thé&tre du Nouveau Monde. M. Ronfard will be 
travelling with the original cast of seven actors plus Stage Director and 
Tour Manager, Jan=-Rok Achard. 


The tour opens with two weeks of performances in and around Paris. 
The schedule has been arranged through the Federation of Paris District 
Youth and Culture Centres. The six performances in Belgium will be divided 
between Arlon, Brussels and the medieval city of Tournai, where the company 
will be appearing in the ancient market centre, "La Halle aux Draps". 


Quichotte is then scheduled for passage through North Africa and 
to Senegal and the Ivory Coast. The TNM will be the first Iixternal Affairs 
sponsored troupe to visit these countries. In Tunisia, the performances 
in Kairouan, Sfax, Sousse and Tunis have been organized with the assistance 
of the Cultural Affairs Ministry of the Tunisian government. 


The Culture and Information Centre of Algeria will be host for 
TNM appearances in Annaba, Algers, and Tizi-—Ouzou; and, in Morocco, the 
National Theatre Company of the Mohammed V Theatre has assisted with 
booking arrangements for Rabat, Casablanca and El Jadida. 


In Senegal, the play will be presented at the Daniel Serano 
Theatre in Dakar. The final performances of the tour will be given in 
Abidjan, Ivory Coast, at the French Cultural Centre.

During his stay in Warsaw, External Affairs 
Minister MacEachen laid a wreath at the tomb of the 
unknown soldier and was shown the progress made in 
the reconstruction and development of Poland's capital. 
Mr. MacEachen also visited Gdansk, Krakow and Katowice, 
acquainting himself with the history, monuments of the 
past, and with the present development of these regions. 


Mr. MacEachen went to the site of the Nazi 
concentration camp at Oswiecim (Auschwitz), where he 
paid tribute to the memory of those who perished there, 
by laying a wreath at the International Monument. 


The Ministers of Foreign Affairs of Canada 
and Poland reviewed the present state of Canadian-Polish 
relations and discussed areas where opportunities lay 
for their further development. They also discussed 
international questions of interest to both sides. 


On the Canadian side the plenary talks were 
attended by the Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs; Mr. A.F. Hart, 
Canadian Ambassador to Poland; Mr. E.P. Black, Director 
General, Bureau of European Affairs; Mr. C.F.W. Hooper, 
Director of Eastern European Division of the Department 
of External Affairs and other officials. 


On the Polish side they were attended by 


His Excellency, Stefan Olszowski, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs; Mr. Romuald Spasowski, Under-Secretary of State, 
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Ministry of Foreign Affairs; Mr. Stanislaw Dlugosz, 
Under-Secretary of State, Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and Maritime Economy; Dr. Romuald Pietraszek, 
Under-Secretary of State, Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and Maritime Economy; Mr. Jozef Czesak, Ambassador 
of the Polish People's Republic to Canada; Mr. Jan 
Kinast, Director of Department III, Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and other officials. 


The talks and meetings were held ina 
friendly, businesslike, and constructive atmosphere 
and were characterized by a desire for better mutual 
understanding and for broadening and deepening 
Canadian-Polish relations. 


Both Ministers made a comprehensive review 
of bilateral relations between the two countries and 
expressed satisfaction over their steady development 
in recent years. They agreed that there existed 
possibilities for further substantial growth of 
Canadian=Polish cooperation and reaffirmed their 
determination to work toward achieving this objective. 
The two sides further expressed their determination 
to promote long-term and mutually beneficial cooperation 
between their states on the basis of full equality and 
mutual respect. 


The two Ministers noted that any questions 
which might arise in bilateral relations between 
Canada and Poland could be solved in the interests 
of both countries through their joint efforts. 
Traditional ties of friendship between the two nations 
are reinforced by the existence of Canadians of Polish 
origin who create a bridge that has great importance 
for mutual relations. 


Both Ministers noted the important role which 
visits, contacts and consultations held at various levels 
have played in the development of friendly relations and 
cooperation between Canada and Poland. They agreed that 
consultations between them or their representatives should 
be held regularly at an appropriate level. 
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The two Ministers also confirmed their support 
for efforts aimed at developing mutually beneficial 
cooperation in the economic field, in science, technology, 
culture and other spheres, and noted with satisfaction 
the ongoing cooperation in many areas, and agreed to 
consider further ways to foster such cooperation. 


The Ministers were pleased to note the increasing 
frequency in trade exchanges between the two countries. 
They noted the fourfold increase in overall trade in the 
last four years, and agreed that further efforts should 
be made to take advantage of all existing possibilities 
to augment the volume of trade and to diversify its 
structure. 


They stressed that the periodic consultations 
between the Foreign Trade Ministries of the two countries 
contributed considerably to the development of trade and 
economic cooperation between Canada and Poland. 


Guided by their desire for broadening and 
accelerating trade relations between the two countries, 
the two Ministers agreed that the establishment of a 
Joint Canadian-Polish Commission on Trade will be 
considered. 


Emphasizing the role of industrial cooperation 
for the economic collaboration between Canada and Poland, 
both Ministers agreed to lend their support to efforts 
aimed at the further expansion of contacts and cooperation 
between firms and enterprises of the two countries. They 
noted that the provision of favourable financing would 
facilitate bilateral trade exchanges and industrial 
cooperation. 


Both Ministers agreed that the establishment 
of regular air connections between Canada and Poland 
would be desirable. The Ministers expressed the hope 
that talks starting December 1 would result in the 
signing of an intergovernmental agreement and in the 
early establishment of regular air services between the 
two countries. 


The two Ministers attached great importance 
to future cooperation in the field of fisheries. They 
expressed their satisfaction over the fact that officials 
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of their two countries would meet at an early date 

in order to consider the elaboration of a bilateral 
agreement on fisheries cooperation that would establish 
the terms and conditions governing continued fishing 
by the Polish fleet in waters off Canada's coasts, 

in accordance with the Joint Communiqué issued in 
Ottawa on September 19, 1975. 


The Ministers expressed their satisfaction 
over the development of cultural cooperation. They 
considered possibilities for its further expansion 
by promoting mutual access to science, literature, 
music and other fields of arts. They agreed that 
cultural cooperation and dissemination of information 
play an important part in promoting understanding and 
friendship among nations. 


In order to strengthen further contacts 
between the people of Canada and the people of Poland, 
both sides agreed to encourage development of tourism, 
contacts and cooperation between civic, scientific, 
sports and youth organizations, to facilitate wider 
travel by their citizens for personal and professional 
reasons and to support the extension of exchanges and 
cooperation between the mass media of the two countries. 


Both Ministers pointed to the role played by 
scientific and technical cooperation in the development 
of relations between Canada and Poland; they expressed 
gratification at the existing level of contacts, and 
they agreed to explore specific proposals which might 
arise in this area. They agreed to encourage and 
promote further cooperation and contacts between 
scientific institutions, universities, and research 
institutes as well as between individual scientists. 


The two Ministers agreed, that the development 
of relations between Canada and Poland in all fields, 
followed by growing movement of people between both 
countries, would be greatly facilitated by the conclusion 
of a consular convention. Discussions to this end have 
been initiated and detailed negotiations will begin at 
the end of this year. 


The two Ministers recognized the importance 
of solving humanitarian problems affecting citizens of 
the two countries. 
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They agreed to consider what further facilities 
in visa procedures would be desirable.

Both Ministers conducted a broad exchange of 
views on current international questions. They were in 
agreement that the increase of cooperation between states, 
irrespective of their economic, social and political 
systems, would contribute to the creation of an atmosphere 
of confidence and mutual understanding and to the consoli- 
dation of peace and security in the world. 


The Ministers emphasized the historic signi- 
ficance of the Conference on Security and Cooperation 
in Europe, the third stage of which was successfully 
concluded in Helsinki. They considered it an essential 
stage in the process of strengthening détente in both 
Europe and in the world. Both sides agreed that full 
implementation of the principles and the provisions of 
the Final Act of the Conference on Security and Cooperation 
in Europe would be in the interests of all countries 
participating in the Conference and should contribute 
to peace, security and cooperation in Europe and all over 
the world. It was hoped that these encouraging develop- 
ments would make it easier to seek solutions to other 
pressing world problems including especially the needs 
and aspirations of the developing countries. 


The Ministers resolved to strengthen the 
relations and cooperation between Canada and Poland in 
conformity with the Final Act of the Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe. 


Both Ministers agreed that their countries 
would continue efforts aimed at making détente both a 
continuing and an increasingly viable and comprehensive 
process, and universal in scope. 


Both Ministers were convinced that the process 
of political détente in Europe had to be accompanied by 
a similar process in the military sphere. In this respect 
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they stressed the importance of the negotiations being 
conducted in Vienna on mutual reductions of armed forces 
and armaments in Central Europe and associated measures. 
They expressed their will to achieve an agreement based 
On the principle of undiminished security of all the 
countries concerned. 


Both sides agreed that their representatives 
would continue in the Conference of the Committee on 
Disarmament and other appropriate forums, to contribute 
to efforts to achieve general and complete disarmament 
under strict and effective international control, 
including both nuclear and conventional weapons. Both 
Ministers reaffirmed their desire to see a halt to all 
nuclear weapons testing, an end to the nuclear arms 
race, and steps of nuclear disarmament at the earliest 
possible date. They emphasized the vital role of the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty in international efforts to 
prevent the further spread of nuclear weapons and to 
facilitate wider cooperation in the peaceful uses of 
nuclear energy. Both Ministers stressed the need for 
all countries to adhere to the Non-Proliferation Treaty 
and for all parties to the Treaty, to meet fully their 
obligation under the Treaty. 


They are convinced that further limitation of 
strategic armaments would help in creating an atmosphere 
of confidence in the world and would have a favourable 
influence on the efforts aimed at arresting the armaments 
race. 


The two Ministers agreed that the establishment 
of a lasting and just peace in the Middle East could only 
be achieved on the basis of a consistent fulfilment, by 
all sides, of the appropriate Resolutions of the United 
Nations Security Council. 


They exchanged views on the developments in 
the region and expressed conviction that negotiations 
involving all interested parties, including the repre- 
sentatives of the Palestinian people, and embracing all 
issues involved, should take place as soon as possible, 
with the object of achieving a just and lasting settle- 
ment, that would permit all peoples in the Middle East 
to live in peace and security. 
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The Ministers expressed their conviction that 
the participation of the Polish and Canadian units in 
the United Nations Emergency Forces in the Middle East 
is an important contribution of both countries to the 
implementation of the resolutions of the United Nations 
Security Council on the Middle East. The close and 
friendly cooperation of the Canadian and Polish contingents 
in the United Nations Emergency Forces was noted. 


Both Ministers reaffirmed their support for 
the United Nations which they consider as an important 
instrument in maintaining world peace and security and 
in achieving and promoting international cooperation. 
They were resolved to continue the cooperation of the 
two countries in the various organizations of the 
United Nations and in other international organizations. 


The two Ministers reviewed the results of the 
Seventh Special Session of the United Nations. They 
expressed the conviction that the fulfilment of the 
Resolution adopted at that Session would enhance the 
progress of international economic cooperation and 
development in the interests of all countries and peoples. 


The two Ministers underlined the need for 
finding solutions to world economic problems, including 
especially those of the developing countries. They 
agreed that intensive efforts were required to develop 
new mechanisms in international economic relations and 
that urgent attention should be given to international 
measures dealing with commodity problems and trade 
liberalization. They agreed to cooperate to this end 
in such international forums as the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, the Economic Commission for 
Europe and the United Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development. 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs 
of Canada, the Honourable Allan J. MacEachen, expressed 
his gratitude for the warm hospitality he had enjoyed 
GQuring his visit to Poland, and his satisfaction with 
his many productive contacts with Polish leaders. 
Mr. MacEachen extended an invitation to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of Poland, Mr. Stefan Olszowski, to 
visit Canada at a mutually convenient time. The invitation 
was gratefully accepted.

The Department of External Affairs announced today that visual arts 
will be included in Canada's salute to the United States on the occasion of 
their Bicentennial. 


An exhibition of costumes designed by ALFRED PELLAN for Le Thé&tre du 
Nouveau Monde, Montreal, will be sent to Washington. It will be on display in 
the lobby of the Kennedy Center during the two-week Festival of Canadian per~ 
forming arts: October 13th to 26th. 


The internationally famous Canadian painter made very few ventures into 
the field of theatrical design and these costumes represent an early period in 
Pellan's artistic career. Designs originally created in 1946 were used for the 
1968 production of "Nuit des Rois" (Shakespeare's "Twelfth Night") by Le Thé&tre 
du Nouveau Monde. The thirteen costumes in the collection are the property of 
the theatre company. As works of art, they have been sent to the World Exposition 
in Osaka, and were also displayed in Tokyo, at the Quadrennial competition of 
stage design in Prague, and in Paris. In Montreal, they have been shown at the 
Museum of Fine Art and, most recently, at the Quebec Pavilion of Man and His 
World. Prints of Pellan's costume sketches are also included in the Washington 
exhibit. They are taken from a now~out-of=print album produced in 1971 by La 
Guilde Graphique de Montréal. Lydia Randolph, costume co-ordinator for Le 
Thé&tre du Nouveau Monde, was responsible for recreating Pellan's drawings into 
fabric for the 1968 production of "Nuit des Rois". All the international and 
Canadian showings of the Pellan costumes have been organized by Mrs. Randolph 
and she is again supervising the display at the Kennedy Center. 


Also part of the Washington Festival of Canadian entertainment, forty-— 
three prints from External Affairs' permanent art collections will be shown 
at the International Monetary Fund Building. The CANADIAN LANDSCAPES exhibition 
includes works by twenty~seven contemporary Canadian artists representing 
realistic, semi-realistic and abstract schools of arte Following the Washington 
exhibit, the collection will be toured throughout the United States.

The two sides put forward proposals as the possible 
basis for an agreement on the terms and conditions that 
would govern continued fishing by Norwegian vessels in 
areas to be brought under Canadian jurisdiction beyond the 
presenumiamits of the Canadian territorial sea and) fishing 
Zanes Otrmene Atlantic coast. "On the basis of these 
proposals they agreed on the terms of an agreement which, 
if approved by both Governments, would permit Norwegian 
vessels to fish in the area concerned, under Canadian 
authority and control, for resources surplus to Canadian 
requirements. 


The proposed agreement will now be submitted to 
the approval of the two Governments.

operation of the Garrison Diversion Unit in North Dakota, and to 
make recommendations as to such measures, including modifications, 
alterations or adjustments to the Garrison Diversion Unit, as 
might be taken to assist governments in ensuring that the provisions 
of Article IV of the Boundary Waters Treaty are honoured, Under 
Article IV, the United States and Canada agreed that the waters 
flowing across the boundary, such as the Souris and Red Rivers, 
would not be polluted by either country to the injury of health 
or property on the other side of the boundary, 


The joint Reference, which was presented to the Commission 
on October 22, 1975, requests the Commission to complete its 
investigation and submit its report no later than October 31, 1976. 
The text of the Reference is attached. 
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Dear Mr. Chance, 


I have the honour to infcrm you that the Governments of 
Canada ana the Uniteu States of America recognize that the proposed 
Garrison Diversion Unit of the Pick-Sloan Missouri Basin Program in 
the State of North Dakota has a potential for causing pollution of 
waters flowing across the international boundary into Canada, 


The Govermaent of Canada has concluded, on the basis of 
studies conducted by the Unitea States and Canada, including certain 
studies conducted by tne United States in response to questions raised 
by Canadian officials, that the Garrison Diversion Unit, as currently 
envisaged, would have adverse effects on the Canadian portions of the 
Souris, Assinipoine and Red Rivers, and on Lake Winnipeg, which would 
cause injury to health and property in Canada in contravention of 
Article IV of the Boundary Waters Treaty of 1909, 


The Governnent of the United States has reached no final 
conclusion as to whether the Garrison Diversion Unit, as presently 
envisaged, would be consistent with the rights of the United States 
and of Canada to the equitable use of waters crossing the boundary, 
and with Article IV of the Boundary Waters Treaty. The Government of 
the United States notes that, at present, waters crossing the boundary 
have wide natural fluctuations in quality and quantity, and that the 
Garrison Diversion Unit, as presently envisaged, could have both bene- 
ficial ana adverse impacts on the quality and quantity of these waters. 
The Govermnent of the United States has assured the Government of Canada 
that in any developiaent of features of the Garrison Diversion Unit that 
will affect Canada, specifically works in the Red River Yasin and the 
Souris Loop, the United States will comply with its obligation to Canada

(e) the nature, extent and economic cost of such impacts to 
be anticipated from the proposed completion and operation of

(f) the nature and extent of the impact on commercial and 
recreational fisheries in Manitoba, particularly Lake Winnipeg, 
of the possible introduction from the Missouri River system 
through the Garrison Diversion Unit of foreign species of fish, 
fish diseases, and fish parasites. 


Should the Commission make any recommendations concerning 
measures whicn could be taken to avoid or relieve adverse effects 
on uses in Canada, wnat would be the approximate cost of such measures? 


In the conduct of its investigation and in the preparation 
of its report, the Comaission should make use of information and 
technical data heretofore available, or which may become available 
during the course of the investigation, In addition, the Commission 
should seek the assistance, as required, of specially qualified 
personnel from both countries, 


Both the United States and Canada ascribe particular impor- 
tance to the views of the Commission on this matter. Accordingly, the 
Comaission is reduested to complete its investigation and submit its 
report in the minimua possible time, consistent with a thorough 
examination of the subject, but in any case, not later than October 31, 
1976. 
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The Govermuents shall make available, or as necessary, 
seek the appropriation of, the funds required to provide the

The Canadian International Development Agency agreed 
to undertake a study of a number of new projects introduced by 
the Senegalese Delegation, the cost of which would amount to 
some $30 million over a period of five years, having to do with 
exnonded and antegrateda undertakings in the fields of agriculture 
and fisheries as well as with the provision of expertise and 
equipment in the industrial sector.

On the basis of studies conducted in the United States and Canada, 
the Government of Canada, in the closest collaboration with the 
Government of Manitoba, has concluded that this project, as now 
envisaged, would have adverse effects on the Canadian portions of 
the Souris, Assiniboine and Red Rivers, and on Lake Winnipeg, 
which would cause injury to health and property in Canada in 
contravention of Article IV of the Boundary Waters Treaty of 1909. 


Since 1969, by means of a series of diplomatic Notes 
and meetings, the Government of Canada has been in continuing con- 
sultation with the Government of the United States on the Garrison 
Diversion Unit as it affects Canada. In a Note dated February 5S, 
1974, the Government of the United States gave an assurance that 
pene Uo.

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At this point, I would like the Commission to hear the 
testimony of two Environment Canada experts concerning the adverse 
effects that the Government of Canada has concluded will result 
if the Garrison project, as currently envisaged, is completed and 
put into operation. * 


AS you are aware, these hearings are being held as a 
result of an agreement between the Governments of Canada and the 
United States to request the International Joint Commission to 
examine the. transboundary implications of the Garrison project 
and to make recommendations as to such measures as might be taken 
to assist Governments in ensuring that the provisions of Article IV 
of the Boundary Waters Treaty are honoured. The key to the 
Commission's mandate in completing this task is found in paragraph 
4 of the Reference. 


The Commission will itself have to decide the extent to 
which the project as conceived at present will cause injury to health 
or property in Canada. In this context, it was the Canadian 
Government's intention that the terms of reference be broad enough 
to enable the Commission to recommend, inter alia, and depending on 
its findings, the discontinuance of any or all features of the 
Garrison project which would result in a violation of the Boundary 
Waters Treaty. Although it is understood that consideration is 
being given in the United States to alternatives to those aspects of 
the Garrison project that would adversely affect Canada, the 
Government of Canada has not yet been officially informed of these 
alternatives. 


The International Joint Commission is an independent and 
impartial body with a long history of assistance to the Canadian 
and United States Governments in resolving transboundary problems. 
We are confident that its recommendations will be most helpful 
to both Canada and the United States in the present task of ensuring 
that the provisions of the Boundary Waters Treaty are fully honoured.

in waters off Canada's coasts, taking into account anticipated legal and 
jurisdictional changes in the regime of fisheries management in such 
waters and traditional Polish fishing. They also considered proposed short 
term arrangements regarding Polish fishing off the Pacific coast of Canada. 


Both sides expressed satisfaction with the progress achieved in 
their talks and agreed to meet in Warsaw in January, 1976, with a view to 
concluding the negotiations. 


The Polish Delegation was chaired by Mr. E. Wisniewski, Vice 
Minister, Ministry of Foreign Trade and Shipping. The Canadian Delegation 
was chaired by Mr. L.H. Legault, Director General, International Directorate, 
Fisheries and Marine Service, Department of the Environment.

The Delegation from the Federal Republic of Germany 
was headed by Mr. Reinhard Loosch, Ministerialdirigent, 
International Co-operation, Federal Ministry for Research 
and Technology, Bonn. It also included officials of the 
Federal Ministry for Research and Technology, the German 
Embassy and co-ordinators for Canadian-German co-operation 
im.selected fields. 


The Canadian Delegation was led by Mr. J. Mullin, 
General Director, International Division, Ministry of State 
for Science and Technology. Dr. Sydney Wagner, General Director, 
Office of Science and Technology, Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce and Mr. N. Haffey, Director, Scientific 
Relations and Environmental Problems Division, Department of 
External Affairs, were Vice-Chairmen. Representatives of the 
federal departments of Environment and Energy, Mines and 
Resources as well as officials from Alberta, Ontario and Quebec 
participated. 


The delegations reviewed the activities that have 
developed since the Second Consultative Meeting held in Bonn, 
May 14-17, 1974. Co-operation in most of the fields examined 
was found to have developed in a satisfactory manner and to have 
been profitable to both sides. 
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imewcuelegations felt, however, that special efforts 
should be made to profit from the many useful information 
exchanges that have taken place by focusing more on identifying 
and carrying out concrete projects. 


On this basis, the two delegations reached agreement 
on activities in such fields as Marine Sciences, Geosciences, 
Environment, Health Protection, Biomedical Technology, Computer 
Applications in various areas, Urban Affairs and Transportation 
Technology. 


The significance of scientific and technological 
co-operation between the two countries is increasing steadily 
because of the growing necessity for a more rational and economical 
use of all resources. The constantly growing requirements for 
mumanwand other resources in the carrying out of scientific 
research and technological development activities make it 
essential to continue to identify fields in which the sharing 
of facilities and equipment can be encouraged. Further steps 
must be taken to facilitate the comparison of research data 
from studies carried out in the Federal Republic of Germany and 
Canada. Each country has much to offer the other and continued 
efforts toward complementary research and development activities 
will be of benefit to both sides. 


The activities agreed to during this third meeting 
form only one part of the ongoing co-operation existing in 
many fields between the two countries, both bilaterally and 
in concert with other nations. This intensified and expanded 
co-operation will support their common national and international 
goals for the advancement of science and the rational utilization 
of science and technology for the improvement of overall world 
conditions.

It sets out the terms and conditions that would 
govern continued fishing by Norwegian vessels in areas to 
be brought under Canadian jurisdiction beyond the present 
limits of the Canadian territorial sea and fishing zones off 
the Atlantic coast of Canada. The Agreement will permit 
Norwegian vessels to fish in the area concerned, under 
Canadian authority and control, for resources surplus to 
Canadian requirements. The Government of Canada, in exercising 
its sovereign rights in the extended area of jurisdiction, 
Will determine the total allowable catch for individual stocks), 
the Canadian harvesting capacity in respect of such stocks, and, 
after appropriate consultations, allotments for Norwegian 
vessels from stock surpluses.

The substance of that 
CONSENSUS 25 appliedjin this Agreement to the bilateral 
fisheries relations of Canada and Norway. 
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The Secretary of State for External Affairs and 
the Minister of State (Fisheries) have expressed their 
satisfaction at the conclusion of this new agreement, 
which for Canada represents an early and major step towards 
the new régime of extended fisheries jurisdiction off our 
coasts. That régime will give to Canada the powers needed 
toemanage and conserve the living resources for the benefit 
of Canadian fishermen and, subject to Canada's priority needs, 
for the benefit of other nations, such as Norway, who share

The Canada/USSR Mixed Commission was established by the 
General Exchanges Agreement which was signed by Prime Minister 
Trudeau and Premier Kosygin in October 1971 in Ottawa. Under the 
agreement, the Mixed Commission meets alternately in Moscow and 
Ottawa. 


Seven major areas of co-operation figure in the: Agreement: 
Science, education, the arts, cinematography, television and radio, 
sports and tourism. The programme for 1976-77 notes that the 
representatives of Canada and the USSR were guided in its preparation

im the area of science, the programme provides. for Soviet 
consideration of new Canadian proposals on environment, oceanography 
and aquatic ecosystems. Existing academic, educational and cultural 
exchanges have been broadened in scope, and new articles have been 
included to encourage the teaching and study of the English, French 
and Russian languages. Stronger emphasis has been given to the 
reciprocal dissemination of information between the two countries 
mPorouch sexenanges of speakers, editors, journalists, and representa- 
tives of publishing houses and the holding of seminars and book 
exhibitions.

The Canadian entry in the Theatre Architecture category is the new Shaw

The Canadian delegation was led 
by Mr. L.H.J. Legault, Director General, International Directorate, 
Fisheries and Marine Service, Department of the Environment. 
The Soviet Delegation was chaired by Mr. A.A. Volkov, Deputy 
Chief of External Relations Department, Ministry of Fisheries. 


mie asreement, Signed today by the Secretary of State 
FOmeExXtegna. Affairs and His ExcellencysA.N. Yakovlev, the 
Soviet Ambassador to Canada, comes into force at once. It 
provides for the establishment of a Canada/USSR Joint Fisheries 
Consultative Commission and the appointment of a Soviet fisheries 
official in Halifax. Among the functions assigned to the 
commission will be the facilitation of coordination of statistical 
and scientific information, the improvement of bilateral
